PROMINENT PEOPLE QUARANTINED 


New Tonx. Sept. 3.—[Special.]—Two more 
ships with cholera on board arrived at this 
port this morning. They are the Normannia 
and Rugia, from Hamburg, and belong to the 
same line as the Moravia—the Hamburg- 
American Packet company. Unlike the 
Moravia, however, both carry cabin passen- 

Four deaths occurred on the Rugia, and 
five on the Normannia, one of the latter being 
acabin passenger. The bodies were buried 

_atsea. On each vessel there are four persons 

still il with the disease. The plague-infected 
chips are anchored in the lower bay to the 
east and south of Hoffman Island. No one is 
allowed near them. 

On the two ships there are 531 cabin pas- 
gengers who must stay on board of the vessel 


| ignorant steerage passengers were completely 
panic-stricken upon learning that the cholera 
had appeared among tnem. The Captain and 
the surgeon ordered careful watch to be kept 
over the steerage passengers, in order that 
they did not needlessly run into danger of 
catching the disease. 

In spite of all the precautions that they 
took more cases soon developed. The symp- 
toms in nearly all were alike. Five more 
were taken ill in the steerage, four of them 
being ch Udren. The cholera symptoms devel- 
oped rapidly in these cases, as they did in the 
previous ones, and in each the diagnosis of 
the surgeon showed the disease to be what he 
termed cholerine. Willie Harm rapidly grew 
worse and died Sept. 1. 

First-Cabin Passenger Dies, 

The same day there occurred a death among 
the first-cabin passengers. Jacob Hegemann, 
45 years of age, had fallen ill with a severe 
form of diarrhea. Complications led the 
ship’s surgeon to diagnose his illness as dia- 
betes. All the remedies that could be used 
were administered to the sick man, but the 
physician’s efforts were of no avail, and Hege- 
mann died Sept. 1. There was no other ap- 
pearance of anything resembling cholera 
among the first-cabin passeagers after the 
death of Mr. Hegemann, but another death 
occurred in the steerage from cholerine the 
following day. The patient who died was the 
child, Adolph Scholtz. The cholera symptoms 
in his case were particularly marked. 

Two more cases broke out on board the ship. 
No more deaths occurred on the voyage. All 
who had been taken down with the disease, 
however, weren still kept isolated when the 
Normannia arrived at this port early this 
morning. The Normannia came in through 
the narrows soon after 4 o’clock. Its sister 
ship, the Rugia, had already been boarded 
and sent down to.the lower bay and the Nor- 
mannia soon followed. ’ 

The Rugia, the other ‘pest ship of the Ham- 
burg-American Packet company, which ar- 
rived in port today with cholera, 
left Hamburg Aug. 21. There were 98 cabin 


and 436 streerage passengers on board. 


NOT ONE HORSE RUNS. 


POLICE AGAIN PREVENT RACES 
AT GARFIELD PARK TRACK, 


They Ignore an Injunction Obtained by the 
Club, as Well as Warrants Sworn Out 
Against Them—Hankins Rings for the 
Horses to Get Ready and Is Arrested for 
Being Disorderly—Friday’s Cases Con- 
tinued Till Tomorrow—Charges of Con- 
spiracy and Talk of Damage Suits. 


There was never a stormier afternoon on a 
racetrack than that at Garfield Park yester- 
day. The crowd went out, as it usually does 
on Saturdays, and there were 6.000 or 7,000 
men and women in the stands and betting ring 
by 2 o’clock. At 1:45 the odds were on the 
thirty-seven slates in the ring and the eleven 
names of jockeys, to ride in the first race for 
beaten non-winners at five furlongs, were on 
the jockey board. The track’s wise fish 
plunged on Tom O’Hara’s Fauntleroy at 2 to 
1, and forced his price down to 7 to 5, and 
considered that they had a good thing to start 
on. The Gurfield Park club officials pro- 
fessed to expect no more visits from Maj. Mc- 
Claughry’s bluecoats. Butin the ring there 
was much nervousness. Said shrewd little 
Al Zeimer: If the bookies are not pinched 
tiis time it is the first case on record. 

At intervals between the stands large print- 
ed cards were posted, with this significant in- 
scription on them: 


TWO SHORT TAPS OF THE BELL 
DENOTES THAT 
BETTING MUST STOP. 


The bell is an electricone controlled from 
the judges’ stand and telling the ring when the 
horses are off and when betting begins on each 
race,

How the Injunction Was Obtained. 

The writ of injunction obtained by the Gar- 
field Park club was issued by Master in 
Chancery George M. Rogers of the Circuit 
Court. Application was made to him under 
a statute providing for emergency proceed- 
ings. Allthe judges of the court were out of. 
the county. Thomas Windsor, Robert W. 
McClaughry, and Inspector Lewis are made 
defendants. The bill declares that the club 
has been carrying on races for the purpose of 
developing speed and endurance in thorough. 
bred horses in accordance with the statute 
and that its meetings have been peaceable 
and orderly. It is further asserted that no ad- 
mittance fee is charged and that any person 
of good character is at liberty to enter- 
the inclosure and view the trials of speed. 
The charge is made that Thomas Windsor, for 
the purpose of harassing and annoying the 
club, interfering with the trials of speed, 
blackmailing the complainant and compelling 
it to pay him a large sum of money, swore 
out werrants for the a of persons con- 
nected with the track. After mentioning the 
arrest under these warrants the bill charges 
that Windsor is combining and conspiring 
with others for the purpose of blackmail and 
threatens to continue to Swear out warrants.

No cabin passengers are now detained at 
quarantine except those on board the Nor- 
mannia, Rugia, and Moravia. Collector Hen- 
dricks has decided, under instructions from 
Washington, that any ship passed at quaran- 
tine by the health officer can be permitted to 


Dr. Jenkins returned from a visit to the 
Normannia and Rugia at 11 o’clock tonight 
and reported that three more deaths had oc- 
curred on the ships. All were steerage pas- 
sengers. The three bodies were cremated 
late tonight in the Swinburne Island retort.

The first death occurred a week after leaving 
port. Carl Koenig, 39 years of age, and Ber- 
tha Koenig, of the same age, were taken iil 
about the same time. They both died Aug. 
28. The symptoms of their illness were alike, 
and were such that tne ship’s surgeon immedi- 
ately pronounced the disease to be cholerine. 
Capt. Leithauser, the commander of the Ru- 
gia, and the surgeon did everything to prevent 
the spread of the disease, but the ignorance 
and recklessness of the steerage passengers 
made their efforts of no avail. Other cases 
of illness of a similar kind soon appeared, and 
seven more passengers were taken down with 
the disease. Two more deaths occurred dur- 
ing the voyage, Rosie Sterr, 30 years old, and 
Edward Sterr, who died Sept. 1. 

The Rugia arrived off Fire Island early this 
morning and came in through the narrows to 
the quarantine station just after daybreak. It 
was the first vessel boarded by Drs. Jenkins 
and Tallmadge. 

Dr. Jenkins has issued the strictest kind of 
orders, and under no circumstances will he 
allow any one to approach the vessels quar- 
antined. Further cases are anticipated on 
the Moravia. Although the two convalescents 
were reported doing well this morning, the 
patients on poard the Normannia, Rugia, and 
Moravia would, it is said, probably 
be transferred to Swinburne’s Island 
today. Although the diagnosis in 
each case was cholerine, Dr. Jenkins did not 
doubt that the scourge was cholera. Even a 
worse state of affairs is expected on the two 
additional vessels expected from Hamburg 
within the next week, which left later than to- 
day's arrivals, and when the disease had made 
greater ravages in Hamburg. 

When the saloon passengers on the Nor- 
mannia will get off is a question Dr. Jenkins 
has not yet decided. 

Dr. Jenkins early this morning had tele- 
graphed for Prof. Hermann Biggs, consulting 
pathologist of the Health Department. and 
Prof. William Wells, Professor of Bacteriology 
of Johns Hopkins University. They arrived 
shofily after noon, and without waiting for 
luncheon Dr. Jenkins took them down to the 


pest ships. 
Allowed the Mail to Be Landed. 


At 8 p. m., the Normannia’s mail having 
been thoroughly fumigated, it was placed on 
board the stéamboat John E. Moore and 
taken to New York. 

The steamer Umbria left quarantine for its 
pier at 5:30 this afternoon. All the first and 
second class passengers were transferred from 
the City of Rome about5 o’clock p.m. To- 
morrow Dr. Jenkins proposes to establish a 
quarantine patrol in the lower bay and keep 
passing vessels and newspaper tugs 1,000 feet 
from the Rugia and Normannia. 

A fisherman attempted to land on South 
Beach this morning, but the police would not 
let him. He came to Dr. Jenkins for per- 
mission to land his boat. Dr. Jenkins told 
him that he and all his craft would have to 
stop working and fishing in the bay hereafter, 
and will issue an order to that effect. 

There was great excitement at the office of 
the Hamburg-American Packet company 
when the news got out that the Rugia 
and Normannia had arrived with cholera on 
board. Hundreds of persons called in search 
ot information about friends or relatives who 
were passengers on the ships. Most of the in- 
quiries were about the cabin passengers. 
Many persons expected friends on the Nor- 
mannia who were hurrying home on account 
of the cholera. The big list of cabin passen- 
gers on that vessel shows that many Ameri- 
cans who had intended remaining in Europe 
until later in the season had started home on 
the first ship on which they could get passage. 

Miss Johnstone Bennett, who 1s to take the 
leading part in the production of “Jane” at 
the Standard Theater Monday evening, has 
sailed from Havre and will arrive here to- 
morrow. ‘Lhe vessel will of course be de- 
tained for several days and the play will have 
to be postponed until it is released. 

Manager Cortis, when asked why his line 
persisted in bringing immigrants from Ham- 
burg, after stating that his company wouid 
ship no more of these people from the in- 
fected port, said: 

“These steerage passengers were booked 
and were in Hamburg awaiting transporta- 
tion. We hadtotake them. The railroads 
would not carry them out of Hamburg and 
what else could we do?“

wagons followed ten minutes later and were 
stationed behind the grand stand, near the 
Wisconsin Central passenger gates.

Conferences, Writs, and Warrants. 

There were early and long conferences be- 
tween George Hankins, Samuel Dall, Harry 
Varnell, and Sid MeHie, for the club, and 
Inspector Lewis.

Col. Clark’s messenger ran through the 
stagnant ring at 2:15 with this announce- 
ment:

Sid McHie told the raéing reporters that 
an injunction against the police had been is- 
sued down town, and that its service would 
clear up the situation by 2:30 o’clock. Deputy 
Sheriff J. C. McDevitt arrived at the track 
about 2:40 with an order issued 
by Master in Chancery Rogers to the police 
to cease their interference until the cases of 
the officials and jockeys arrested Friday un- 
der the license ordinance could be heard. 

The paper was served on Inspector Lewis, 
who refused to obey it, because he had war- 
rants to serve against the track officials and 
employés for keeping a disorderly house pro- 
viding racing was resumed, 

This new difficulty stumped Hankins & Co., 
but after another conference Justice Randall 
H. White was soughband found and pressed 
into the service. Warrants were sworn out 
in the club office under the stand for Inspector 
Lewis, Capts. Mahoney and Harkness, and 
Lieut. Wheeler, charging them with malicious 
conspiracy. Deputy Sheriff McDevitt, 
who had served the injunction without suc 
cess, was given the warrant for another foray. 
It was as unsuccessful as the first. The police 
officers read the warrants and refused to 
honor them or be arrested. 

** We are on duty and not within the reach 
of such papers, said Inspector Lewis. They 
were obtained only to get us away and pre- 
vent us doing what we were sent to do.”’ 

All this while the big crowd had flitted 
hither and thither, cheered, hissed, and 
howled, and clamored for racing. 

Bets on Fights and Foreign Races. 

There was no betting in the local ring. Half 
the books had redeemed the tickets they had 
issued and posted odds on the New Orleans 
prize fights. Their figures were: 

Sullivan, 2 to 5—Corbett, 8 to 5. 

Dixon, 1 to 5—Sxelly, 1 to 4 

Myer, evens—McAuliffe, evens. 

Very little money was bet at these figures. 
The foreign book, though, did an immense 
business. A mass of 1,500 men of assorted 
sizes was around it all the time, and not half 
the would-be bettors could get to the windows 
with their money. Public and book were 
punished in turn and at least $100,000 must 
have been taken in during the afternoon. The 
police made no move, however, against the 
foreign betting. 

Soon after 5 o’clock George Hank- 
ins lust his patience and made 
a break which cost him his liberty. Ten min- 
utes before each race a bellin the judge’s 
stand is rung as a signal to saddle the contest- 
ing horses. Hankins stepped impatiently to 
the bell and rang it as hard as he could. 
Officer Stratton of the Desplaines Street 
Station promptly arrested him for disorderly 
conuduct, impassively stared at all argu- 
ments and at last took his man to the Des- 
plaines Street Station in a carriage with 
Harry Varnell. He was hurried before 
Justice Woodman and gave a bond of $200 
which was signed by Varnell. : 

That settled all trouble. Col. Clark sent a 
message to the bookmakers officially declar- 
ing all bets off, and in an uncertain way 

promised that part of the crowd within reach 
of his voice that justice would be sought and 
racing resumed on Monday. Then the august 
presiding judge retired and Michael Cassius 
McDonald took his place. 

Quoth the Colonel to the crowd: 

“* There'll be racing here in thirty minutes. 

Then he entertained the crowd in waiting 
by a jerky speech, in which he denounced the 

Chicago police force, Maj. McClaughry, Car- 
ter Harrison, Ed Corrigan, and everything in 
Chicago out of line with Garfield Park and its 
doings. 

When there were no more foreign races to 
bet on the crowd left the track. 

But at 6:30 the police were still on guard at 


reporters, and racetrack habitués all thronged 
together anxious to hear the evidence. First 
Lieut. Stanton testified that there had 
been racing at the track Friday, and then 
Bookmakers Mayer, Lillizatte, and Palmer 
testified that they had paid the Garfield Park 
club a rental for the space oceupied by their 
stands. We show that YW order to prove that 
the place was conducted for gain, your 
Honor,“ explained Mr. Bliss. 

Attorney Alexander Sullivan represented 
the racetrack people. He moved the dismis- 
sal of the defendants on the ground that Secs. 
1,405 and 1,406, under which they were booked, 
provided for the punishment of those conduct- 
ing a place of amusement for gain without a 
license. These men, argued Mr. Sullivan, 
“do not conduct the Garfield track, They 
are only attachés hired by the owners of the 
establishment to assist in the amusement.”’ 

Attorney Bliss objected to this assertion on 
Mr. Sullivan’s part, and the controversy was 
developing into a matter of hairsplitting 
technicalities of a legal sort when Assistant 
City Collector Barrett was put on the stand. 
Mr. Barrett said the Mayor had instructed 
him to close the racecourse under Secs. 
1.405 and 1,406 of the city ordinances, 
This was provocation for another interruption 
from Mr. Sullivan, who argued that the State 
laws provided that the Common Council 
should designate under what section or ordi- 
nance the track or any other place of amuse- 
ment should be rated, and when the power to 
do this was transferred to the Mayor and car- 
ried out by him the ordinance thereby became 
invalid and void. On these grounds Mr. Sul- 
livan once more asked for the dismissal of his 
clients. Attorney Bliss managed to secure a 
continuanee, however, until tomorrow. 

Threaten to Bring Damage Suits, 

Attorney Sullivan says that as soon as the 
Justice decides favorably to the defendants in 
the cases growing out of Friday’s raid damage 
suits will be brought by each against the insti- 
gators of the arrests. He and Knight & 
Brown, who also represent the club, are con- 
templating swearing out warrants for the per- 
sons back of the raid, charging them with 
conspiracy to injure its business. Action, if 
brought, will be under the State law against 
conspiracy. The list of those against whom 
this procceding 1s threatened comprises Chief 
McClaughry, Bliss, Corrigan, Brenock, Wind- 
sor, Carter Harrison, and Harvey T. Weeks. 

The police,” said Mr. Knight, have been 
used as tools in a fight between two race 
tracks, and they will be made to suffer.

We have evi- 
dence that Corrigan’s secretary was in confer-

TROOPS AGAIN SENT TO OLIVER SPRINGS.‘ 


Miners There and at Coal Creek Quit Work 
and Threaten Violence, 

KNOxVILLx, Tenn., Sept. 8.—[Special.]— 
The miners in the Coal Creek and Oliver 
Springs district quit work today. They were 
called out by the committee.“ Notices were 
posted at all the mines. Many of the 
miners have been congregating at 
Oliver Springs, where ninety con- 
victs are erecting stockades in place 
of those burned. They threaten to make a 
rush on the guards and turn the convicts 
loose before the stockade and blockhouses 
are built.

Gov. Fifer’s Cold Compels Him to Return 
to Springfield. 

SprineFieLtD, III., Sept. 3.—|Special.]— 
Gov. Fifer returned today from a week’s cam- 
paigning in Southern Illinois. Tuesday night 
he contracted a severe cold at Litchfield, and 
his throat became, so bad that he was com- 
pelled to cancel his engagement at Effingham 
today. He will take a short rest and hopes to 
be able to fill all the engagements made for 
next week. Aside from this throat trouble 
the Governor’s health is good. 


‘architects in this country, including the 
leading firms in New York, Boston, 
Philadelphia, and Chicago. The result of 
this codperation has been, as we all know, 
most splendid. The buildings designed by 
McKim, Mead & White, R. M. Hunt, and 
George B. Post of New York do this city the 
utmost credit, and nothing but praise has been 
heard on every side as to the behavior of the 
Chicago architect in the whole matter. 

The Fair has been organized on such broad 
lines and pervaded by such a liberal Western 
spirit that the narrowness of its musical policy 
seems singularly out of keeping with 
the other departments. I cannot but believe 
that the authorities in Chicago will realize 
before it is too late how absurdly small and 
misleading will be the representation of 
American music and musicians if nothng 
more than concerts by the Thomas Orchestra 
are to be heard there. 

From other musicians here in New York— 
not, however, orchestra -leaders—I learned 
that the sentiment of indignation against Mr. 
Thomas has been growing rapidly during the 
last month. One of these gentlemen, who 
wishes, however, to have his name withheld, 
spoke as follows: 

LJ cannot believe that any New York musi- 
cian was much surprised at the complete way 
ia which Mr. Thomas ignored everything con- 
nected with music in New York. Thomas hates 
New York and everything musical in it. He 
believes that he has not been treated fair- 
ly here and that press and public have failed 
to appreciate the work he has done on behalf 
of music in this country. Of course we ail 
know that he would rather invite the ‘old 
gentleman’ himself to lead an orchestra at \ 
Chicago. than to invite young Damrosch. 
Young Damrosch is his father’s son, and Mr. 
Thomas never acknowledged that there was 
room enough in this country for two conduct- 
ors. Dr. Damrosch, one of the most esteemed 
and valuable men in the musical profeas‘on, 
succeeded not only in making a great and 
permanent position for himself, but in win- 
ning the affection of artists and public—two 
things that Mr. Thomas has signally failed 
to do. When Dr. Damrosch was made con- 
ductor of the German opera at the Metropoli- 
tan Opera-House Thomas’ indignation knew 
no bounds. It happened that Thomas and 
Dr. Damrosch Were returning to this country 
in the autumn ef that year on the same ship, 
and Dr. Damrosch, who was courtesy itself, he- 
gan by addressing Thomas with a few pleasant 
remarks. The latter listened in grim silence, 
finally turning away with the remark that the 
less he saw of Dr. Damrosch on the way over 
the better he would like it, or words to that 
effect. When Dr. Damrosch died Thomas 
was the only conspicuous musician not at the 
funeral. 

„The appointment of Herr Seidl as Dr. 
Damrosch’s successor was another bitter pill 
for Thomas. When a dinner was given to 
commemorate the first production of Die 
Meistersinger ’ in 1886 Thomas was invited as 
a matter of course. He had labored for 
years to introduce Wagner’s music in this 
country. The performance of ‘ Die Meister- 
singer’ marked the final triumph of his cause. 
But simply because Seidl was to be an honored 
guest Thomas not only staid away from the 
dinner but sent no excuse of any kind. Lack 
of tact has been the curse of Mr. Thomas’ 
life. With all his acknowledged merits asa 
director it has made him a failure everywhere. 

“No sooner was it announced that Mr. 
Thomas had been invited to take charge of 
the music at the Fair than musicians began to 
speculate as to what conductors in 
this country would be invited to 
direct the orchestra, what composers 
would be invited to furnish original music, 
and what pianists, violinists and singers would 
be heard. All the prominent orchestral 
and choral organizations should have 
been invited to take part, indi- 
vidually and collectively. Personal jealousie s 
should not enter into an affair of national im- 
portance and significance, -and I know that all 
these organizations would gladly make per- 
sonal and financial sacrifices for such an 
occasion. Six months have now passed, 
and so far as I can learn this 
is the program for music at the 
Fair. The $12C,000 will be devoted by Mr. 
Thomas to paying Mr. Thomas with his Chi- 
cago orchestra for giving two concerts a day 
during the whole time of the Fair. It sounds

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MOTOR STOCK THAT PROVED WORTHLESS. 


The Rev. Chadbourne Is Now in Jail—He 
Formed a Company in This State. 

Wiscasset, Me., Sept. 3.— The Rev. G. S. 
Chadbourne, Presiding Elder of the Massa- 
chusetts Methodist Episcopal District, who 
has been spending the summer at Squirrel 
Island, is now in Wiscasset jail. It is charged 
that some time ago he organized a corpora- 
tion under the laws of Maine, of which he 
he is a director, with $100,- 
000 capital, for the purpose of 
manufacturing an electric motor with a stor- 
age battery, later on, forming another com- 
pany in Illinois, with $1,000,000 capital, of 
which he is President. It is stated that he 
sold the stock of these companies far and wide 
at any price it would fetch, selling large quan- 
tities to his friends and others, although 
it proved really worthless. Persons who 
bought stock took steps to recover from him. 
They endeavored unsuccessfully to find real 
estate which belonged to him at Squirrel Isl- 
and. They then sued, bringing an action of 
tort, placing the ad damnum at $11,000, He 
was arrested, and, asthe paprs are not re- 
turnable until the 4th day of October, he 
will have to remain in jail till then, unless he 
finis bail.

His remarks 
were full of life and pleased the audience. Mr. 
Harrison created a hearty laugh when ho said 
he wanted to be a Drainage Trustee once, 
and stated that if he had been elected he 
would have made a big fight to be Pres- 
ident, and would have taken the prominent 
place Mr. Wenter occupied in the exercises. 

Ex-Senator Doolittle in his remarks said 
that the work was a great undertaking for 
Chicago, first, because it was to secure the 

urity of its drinking water; second, because 

t was to secure its perfect drainage; and, 
third, because it was to secure its commercial 
supremacy. Hesaid Chicago would be the 
queen of the rivers as well as the lakes. An- 
other point was that the canal would greatly 
aid to secure safety in case of war with Great 
Britain. 

Uncle Sam's ‘Rig Farm, 

Ex-Congressman Plumb of Streator said: 
“*T want that the United 
States is build all the 
waterways The United States 
is one great farm divided into smaller farms, 
called States. Uncle Sam, looking over his 
great farm, can see whatis necessary, and he 
is rich enough, I think, to do what he believes 
will be for the benefit of his great farm and 
the 65,000,000 persons living on it.“ 

Senator Thomas C. MacMillan, one of the 
five framers of the drainage bill passed by 
the Legislature, expressed his well wishes for 
the early completion of the great work 
and retired in favor of Mayor Haley of Joliet, 
who was called upon to speak in behalf of the 
people of the Desplaines Valley. He said the 
people of Joliet and other towns in the valley 
would be well satisfied if the channel is built 
in accordance with the act. He hoped there 
would be no further delay in carrying on the 
construction of the drainage canal, but he was 
positive thatthe people of Joliet and other 
dwellers in the valley did not want too much 
Chicago sewage in the water. 

There were calls for ex-Senator Charles B. 
Farwell, but he had gone back to the train, 
and Fernando Jones was brought forward to 
relate soine canal reminiscenses.’’ He was 
present at the opening of the Erie canal, when 
a barrel of water from the Atlantic was 
poured into Lake Erie. July 4, 1885, he at- 
tended the shovel day ceremonies of the 
Illin is and Michigan canal, near where the 
river and canal puinping works now stand in 
Chicago. 

“It was a memorable day,“ he said. Some 
skeptics cried out that the canal was not a 
necessity. Others wanted a big canal, such 
as we have undertaken today. Reuben Hea- 
cock, Chicago’s first lawyer, opposed the 
building of a ship canal, and o 
tained the name of ‘Shallow Cut.’ 
He was vindicated, for it was 
decided to build only the shallow cut water- 
way. Being July 4 Dr. Egan read the Declara- 
tion of Independence. Then Judge Theoph- 
ilus W. Smith of the Supreme Court made a 
speech. He was a large man and a ponderous 
talker: 

I am neither a prophet nor a son of a 
prophet,’ he said. but the spirit of prophecy 
is in me today, and in ten years there will be 
5,000 souls in this city on Lake Michigan.’ 
The crowd scoffed in derision. * And mark 
me,’ continued the Judge, in twenty years 
there will be a population of 20,000,’ 

***Arrah,’ interrupted a Mr. Gavan, ‘ yese 
must be livin’ then to let us see what a great 
liar yese are.’ 

„Well, the Judge kept on prophesying till 
he got to 100,000 and then the skeptical hear- 
ers pulled him off the whisky barrel. The barrel 
was empty, but the Judge wasn’t, and as they 
laid him on the grass Mr. Gavan said: ‘ Faith, 
and if we hadn’t a stopped ye yese ’id a been 
up to 1,000,000 soon.’ Surely the spirit of 
prophecy was in the Judge that day, for our 
city has long passed the million mark.“ 

The important personages who were to par- 
ticipate in the school-day exercises that long 
ago time went to Bridgeport in a tug. Fer- 
nando Jones, then a boy, and his chum, Wal- 
ter Kimball, dug up the dirt around the stake 
set for the ceremony and carried it away in a 
wheelbarrow, thus practically accomplishing 
for the Illinois and Michigan Canal what Pres- 
ident Wenter accomplished yesterday for the 
drainage canal. 

Resolutions Adopted. 


Just before the meeting closed a vote of 
thanks was extended to the people of Lemont 
and the band, and the following preamble and 
resolutions adopted:

WHEREAS, The sanitary district is equally in- 
debted to many distinguished and patriotic men 
from its inception, who have promoted the 
interests of the work, whose names cannot be re- 
capitulated at this time, therefore be it 

Resolved, That this board andthe people rec- 
ognize fully the great labors performed and the 
causes that have contributed to the consumma- 
tion of this most important enterprise. 

Resolved. That the board cause to be prepared 
an official history which shall set forth the lead- 
ing events of interest in connection with the in- 
ception and promotion of this work.

The im of nw» work can not be over- 
estimated either from a sanitary or a commercial 
standpoint.- The commercial value of the chan- 
nel to be constructed is very far reaching. While 
the work now planned will not complete a con- 
tinuous waterway yet it will only require 
another link to weld the chain complete and 
make Chicago the commanding city over river 
commerce as well as 0. 

The present board was organized Dec. 8, 1891. 
From time to date every effort has been

Many difllculties presented themselves from 
time to time as we progressed with the work, but 

ey were overcome so that on March 30, 152, the 
right of way ordinance and specifications for con- 
tracts were adopted, and on June 8 the bids were 
received and opened. The Trustees were grati- 
fied to find that the prices were close to the esti- 
mates. The pessimistic predictions as to cost 
were silenced as the bids demonstrated that the 
cost of the channel was entirely within the finan- 
cial resources of the district. 

On June 29 contracts were awarded covering 4 
distance of fourteen miles from Willow Springs to 
Lockport at the sum of $10,696,754.98. In the 
méantime the Legal Department, aided by the 
Finance and Engineering committees, has secured 
through condemnation and by purchase at rea- 
sonable prices, about 2,600 acres of land, or 
about 80 per cent of the right of way required. 

From Willow Springs to Summit for a distance 
of six miles the board has advertised for bids to 
be opened Oct. 19. From Summit to Ashland 
avenue the Illinois and Michigan Canal is recom- 
mended for adoption. The contracts awarded 
stipulate that the channel shall be ready by April 
30, 1893, and every other contract to be awarded 
will be made to conform to said time. 

A great deal of criticism has been heaped on the 
board for building the channel of the required 
size as prescribed by law, yet if such size was not 

mandatory it would be more than short-sighted 
to build it of less capacity than contracted for. 

We today, as trustees of the Sanitary District 
of Chicago, in the presence of many of the officials 

ofthe city, county, State, and United States, 
many of its citizens and rep tatives from the 
Illinois Valley, have assembled on the line of 
Will and Cook Counties, in the Valley of the 
Desplaines, to 1 inaugurate this great 
work connecting Lake Michigan with the Missis- 
sippi, to create a condition that undoubtedly in 
— gone by existed, totap the great reservoirs 
above that will swell andstimulate the sluggish 
stream of the Illinois, and with its proper assist- 
ance make it the great waterway from the lakes 
to the Gulf of Mexico. 


ADDRESS MADE BY MR. COOLEY, 


He Talks of the Advantages of the Enter- 
prise and the History of the Movement. 
Mr. L. E. Cooley spoke in substance as fol- 

lows: 

The work this day begun is to cover the Chica- 

o divide, forty miles from Lake Michigan to 

ake Joliet, with over thirty miles of channel 
complete for navigation. The cost will be greater 
than to extend fourteen feet 280 miles farther to 

the Mississippi. The volume of water will give a 

steamboat navigation in 
the lower river without 
obstructing locks and 
dams, in which nature 
assisted by art may de- 
velop increased depths. 
Permanent works are re- 
quired for the gap of 
fifty-five miles between 
Joliet and Utica, but 
this problem is simpler 
than that of the Chicago 
divide. 
Tne policy underlying 
the law is an open river 
below Utica, to be im- 
proved progressively in 
conjunction with a water 
supply from Lake Michi- 
gan, works above Utica 
so designed as to permit 
future increase of capac- 
ity and such a plan for the Chicago divide as 
will facilitate enlargement to any requirement of 
water supply from the lakes to the Mississippi— 
the entire work to be carried out through the co- 
operation of city, State, and Nation. 

The augmented volume southward will raise 
the call down to the gulf for all the lakes can 
spare. The lake region and the Mississippi Val- 
lev will join in the developmént and the sanitary 
needs of that future which no man can now fore- 
see will surely become the incident of a commer- 
cial purpose that enlists the Nation. This is the 
logic of our policy, Today we cut the Chicago 
divide for an urgent sanitary need which rouses 
our city and in so doing we sever the gordian 
knot which has fettered all projects, lessened 

ossibilities of which statesmen heres dreamed 

oracentury; andinthe manner of our doing 
we set the gauge which shall govern the water- 
way of a continent, 

The first canal project is credited to Joliet. Be 
that as it may, in 1808 Albert Gallatin, Secretary 
of the Treasury, made official recommendation in 
his report on means of internal communication. 
Examinations and surveys followed, and from 
1822-36 various acts of State and Federal Jegisla- 
tion. The present canal was opened in 1545 and 
the summit level cut down to the lake, as you 
now find it, in 1866-71. In 1826 Clinton came to 
urge this link in a navigable circuit from New 
York to New Orleans, and Dearborn wrote in 1838 
of a proposed ship canal not less than ten feet deep. 
In 1855 John B. Preston proposed a steamboat 
canal six to eight feet deep and 160 feet wide, and 
in 1862 it was urged in Congress as a war meas- 
ure. Army oflicers have reported the project fa- 
vorably several times since and two locks and 
dams have been built by the State, a third by the 
United States, anu a fourth is in progress. 

Years have come and gone since this enterprise 
was first urged upon our people, and through 
many vicissitudes it has poached the present 
stage, accepted as the sanitary solution, recog- 
nized as of national concern.

B. A. ECKHART ON THE EXPENSE, 


He Tells What the Channel Will Cost and 
How It Will Be Paid For. 


B. A. Eckhart’s address was substantially

drainage channel and the possible length of time 
required for its construction. What more could 
one want? Ah, yes; the cost. Well. that is what 
Lam here for. This part of the program is as- 
signed to me, 

Tho item of cost in an enterprise of this kind is 
a consideration, it is true, but it is results wé are 
after and we have got to havethem. The expense 
of digging the main channel. with the acquire- 
ment of the right of way and the payment of rail- 
way damages, is estimated at $22,000,000. An im- 
mense sum of money, some of you will say; 
another call for Cppressive taxation, and all t 
sort of thing. ell, let’s see about that. This 
work is being done under a legislative enact- 
ment of 1589, which created the sanitary 
district of Chieago and gave the right 
under certain proper limitations and restrictions, 
to cut a channel — h the divide so that the 
sewage of Chicago can be discharged into the IIli- 
nois and Mississippi Rivers. This act also pro- 
vides for the issue of $15,000,000 of twenty year 
bonds and the levying of a tax of not over one-half 
of 1 per cent per annum on the assessable proper- 
ty in the district; with the further provision that 
special assessments may be ievied on property es- 
— 14 benefited by the work. Now, bear in 
mind t this tax of one-half per cent a year is to 
pay all the cost of making the chanuel—salaries, 
office expenses, construction expenses, and prin- 
cipal and interest of the bonds. The bonds will 
be issued and sold for the purpose of getting 
money with which to push the work to comple- 
tion in four years, but the taxpayers will only pay 
them off at the rate of —.— of 1 per cent a 
year. Terrible taxation this. Awful, isn’t it? 
Gentlemen, how many of you know that you have 
been paying this Sanitary District tax for two 
years

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CHOLERA IN GERMANY 


UNSANITARY CONDITIONS FAVORED 
ITS SPREAD. 


Prof, Schwenninger, Prince Bismarck“ Pri- 
vate Physician, Tells Why the Disease 
Was Able to Gain Such a Firm Hold in 
Hamburg—No Cause for Alarm If Proper 
Measures of Precaution Are Taken— 
Cholera Had Not Reached Hamburg 
When the Moravia Left. 


IS@PECIAL CABLE. ! 

Monica, Sept. 3.—All Germany is talking 
about nothing else bat the cholera. Every- 
body bldmes the municipality and doctors of 
Hamburg for not having taken timely meas- 
ures to arrest the plague. The pest is now 
carrying off 700 persons a day. 

I met here Prof. Schwenninger, one of the 
most celebrated doctors in Berlin and Physi- 
cian-in-Ordinary to Prince Bismarck, whom 
he never leaves. He has becoine quite a friend 
of the family and attends the Prince 
whenever he needs his services. Dr. 
Schwenninger discovered a famous meth- 
od for curing gout and invented an 
anti-fat systein. He is a great savant, and his 
talent is universally recognized. In an inter- 
view he gave me his opinion on the cholera. 

The plague this year, he said, follows 
the march of the great epidemics; it attacks 
Europe by the north and not by the south. It 
was bound then to reach Hamburg, since the 
authorities of Russia in Europe take no steps 
to stop it. The English officials in India took 

roper precautionary measures. There ought 
to be an international hygienic commission 
established, that is the way to kill the cholera. 
It must be strangled out on the spot, other 
measures are useless, 

do not understand the complaints made 
against the authorities at Hamburg. Nobody 
knows exactly when the disease became epi- 
demic in certain European capitals. Al- 
though for some months there has been daily 
cases of cholera, yet the doctors did not say 
it was epidemic. Why then should the phy- 
sicians of Hamburg have cried All is lost!’ 
when they had only ten cases? 

Tllusory Measures Taken. 

„Almost all the measures taken at the mo- 
ment when the epidemic broke out were illu- 
sory. When you are disinfecting a room 
with phenic acid throw it only in the 

lace where the invalid is. It is not 

ikely that the bacilli will be propagated 

after the disinfection. One of the fires things 
is to make a city thoroughly wholesome. 
People ougiit to be made more careful in a 
city like Hamburg, where all kinds of refuse 
and filth are thrown into the water and where 
sewerage does not exist. 

About 30,000 persons dwell in cellars and 
live on fish. An epidemic is inevitable ang it 
is almost impossible to prevent it running 
right through Germany. It is only in healthy 
places, clean towns, and among the well nour- 
ished that the malady will amount to little. In 
that — there may be ten or only one case, 
according to the size of the population, but 
not thousands, as in Hamburg. If you be- 
come ill, drink as hot as ever you can, greg. 
camomile tea, no matter what, provided that 
it is hot. Then if your limbs grow cold, 
plunge into steaming hot bath. Should these 

produce no effect, then put yourself in the 
ands of God, for those are the only remedies 
known to bé efficacious. The doctors can do 
nothing. 

But don’t be afraid of cholera. Those 
only are afraid who live in dirty towns 
and who have not tried to ameliorate the con- 
dition of the poor, and having neglected to du 
what they ought to have done they have pre- 
pared the way for epidemies.“ 

This is what one of the greatest physicians 
in Germany said. -Let us hope that he is 
right. Let us not Be afraid, for fear is half 
the sickness. JACQUES Sr. CERE. 


ENGLISH PORTS MAY BE CLOSED, 


President Harrison's Example Likely to 
Be Followed by the British, 
[SPECIAL CABLE. } 5 
Lonpon, Sept. 3.— The prompt and appar- 
ently high-handed measures taken by the 
United States authorities against the intro- 
duction of cholera have created a profound 
impression on the minds of the English vffi- 
cials as wellas the hundreds of American 
travelers now in Europe. There is no 
doubt the pestilence has been held in 
abeyance by the remarkable organization of 
the Local Government Board, but its officials 
have arrived at the cunclusion that no precau- 
tion will insure absolute safety until the tide 
of emigration is checked long enough to se- 
cure a thorough disinfection and quarantine. 
As I telegraphed you a week ago there has 
not been any cholera scare in England outside 
of the newspapers, and it does not look as if 
further danger need be apprehended. The 
United States Government has shown us the 
way, and its good example no doubt will be 
speedily followed here. BLUMENFELD.

SCOURGE DECREASING AT HAMBURG. 


Measures Taken to Provide for the Many 
Orphans—Burials More Promptly Made. 
HamBura, Sept. 3.—The decrease in the vio- 

lence of the epidemic is slowly becomimg no- 
ticeable, although in the center and Alster 
quarters of the city the ambulanées are at 
present busier than ever, The police now com- 
pel the notification of every case of cholera 
whether it is being treated publicly or privately, 
hence an apparent standstill of the epidemic 
as indicated by the official returns will be an 
actual decrease.of its virulence. The public 
charity, relief, and medical societies commit- 
tees are actively engaged in the work of palli- 
ating the widespread distress caused here by 
the ravages of the disease. Special measures are 
being adopted to provide for the numerous 
children who have been made orphans through 
the epidemic. The interments of the bodies 
of many persons who have succumbed to the 
malady are now being made inamore ex- 
peditious manner than formerly. Yesterday 
the remains of 590 victims were deposited in 
the earth, and arrangeinents were made for 
the burial of 450 bodies today. 


PANIC-STRICKEN AMERICANS, 


Willing to Pay Almost Any Price to Es- 
cape from the Continent.

Loxpox, Sept. 3.—The legion of Americans 
here are reduced in numbers today by the de- 
parture* of half a dozen steamers literally 
crowded to the gunwales. Passage tickets are 
as rare and more expensive than moderate 
sized diamonds. Scores of people are pay- 
ing first-class fare for second-class 
cabins on large steamers, which, owin 
to their construction, are enabl 
to throw the second cabin into communica- 
tion with the saloon.

tee of the International Conference of the State 


Boards of Health today made this report on 


the Grosse Isle quarantine: 

The commission, after summing up the existing 
conditions, considers the equipment of the sta- 
tion as at present existing wholly inadequate to 
protect the territory depending upon it against 
the importation of cholera or other contagious 
disease. On account of deficiencies existing at 


this station the commission considers that noth- | 


ing short of the total exclusionof emigrants and 
their effects, and of vessels coming from infected 

rts, will furnish efficient protection against the 
introduction of cholera or other contagious dis- 
ease through this port. 

The Federal authorities have notified the 
Mayor and the Provincial Government that 
they cannot entertain the idea of placing the 
old immigrant sheds on the Louise embank- 
ment at their disposal for a cholera hospital, 
as the establishment of a hospital there would 
be in the way of immigration. This is taken 
to indicate that the government has no inten- 
tion as yet of prohibiting immigration into 
Canada. 


TOTTEN PLANS TO FIGHT CHOLERA. 


The Lieutenant Would Have Troops Guard 
the Canadian Border. : 
New Haven, Conn., Sept. 3.—In an inter- 
view today relative to the approach of the 
pestilence Prof. Totten remarked that the 
chief aanger lay in the direction of Canada 
and that it was in that region that our gates 
should be most carefully shut and guarded. 
At present they are not even shut, and owing 
to the intimate commercial relations existing 
between the two countries and the great 
length of boundary he said there was but one 
way to effect a stringent quarantine, that is to 
establish a military one. He would have a 
cordon of military posts established at once 
along the border and the intermediate spaces 
—— and patrolled exactly as in the case 
of war. 


Quarantine Against Canadian Vessels. 

CLEVELAND, O., Sept. 3.—Collector of Cus- 
toms Gary has established a cholera quaran- 
tine for all Canadian vessels, This morning 
the first Canadian boat subjected to inspec- 
tion was the propeller Alma Munroe, from 
Montreal and Kingston. It passed the exam- 
ination readily and was allowed to unload. 


HEAVY GOLD SHIPMENTS FOR AUSTRIA. 


A Large Amount Exported Yesterday— 
Money Markets Depressed. 

New York, Sept. 3.—[Special.]—The North 
German Lloyd steamship Saale, which sailed 
today, carried $2,600,000 in gold for the Aus- 
trian banks. The firms shipping it are Heid- 
black, Ickilheimer & Co., $500.000; L. Von 
Hoffman & Co., $1,000,000, and Lazard Fréres, 
$1,100,000. This large amount of gold for 
export has proven a depressing factor, brok- 
ers being generally disappointed at the an- 
nouncement. They hoped that the exports of 
gold in large quantities had been ended for 
this year. It wasthought that if the rate for 
money could be made higher than the pre- 
vailing rates of 144 to 2 per cent that the 
current of gold shipment would be effectually 
checked, but this idea is disproved by today’s 
shipments, they being ordered wuen money 
commanded high rates, 6 per cent being bid 
for call loans and call money at 5 per cent. 
Ladenburg, Thalman & Co. had also received 
orders for gold, but they declined to fulfill 
them on the ground that they were not going 
to assist foreign bankers who were going out 
of the way to pay premiums. It is now 
thought that today’s shipments will prove to 
be the last and New York bankers all hope 
that this may be the case. 


Ballot-Box Stuffers Admitted to Bail. 


In the Hudson Coufity, N. J., Court today, 
before Judge Lippincott, Senator Hudspeth ap- 
plied for the release on bail, pending a writ of 
error. of Nathaniel Flower and other Jersey 
City ballot-box stuffers of the Bell Tower Pre- 
cinct, who were sentenced to imprisonment 
yesterday. The application was granted and 
Flower was admitted to bail in the sum of 
$8,500. Tuesday next Senator Hudspeth will 
apply to Supreme Court Judge Wertz for 
an order to show cause why a mandamus 
should not lie against Judge Lippincott to 
compel him to make it a matter of record in 
the matter of the vote of the court in passing 
the sentences. An appeal will also be madein 
regard to Judge Hoffman’s jurisdiction, he 
having been absent in Europe at the time of 
the trials. 

Peter Jordan’s Body Cost $1,000,

QUARANTINE WILL BE ENFORCED, 


Dr. Jenkins’ Independent Stand Does Not 
Alarm Government Officials, 

Wasuinetor, D. C., Sept. 3.— [Special.] 
While it has been known that there were 
new cases of cholera on incoming vessels in 
New York the Treasury Department today 
had no official information to this effect. 
All it learned was from the press bulletins 


and from private telegrams to Secretary Foster. 


Nothing could better show the complete pow- 
ers of the New York Health Board independ- 
ent of the General Government than this fact. 
Officials of the Administration refuse to 
further discuss the defiance of Health Officer 
Jenkins or the Federal authority, but there is 
a deep disgust over the effort of this petty 
States’ rights Tammany politician to magnify 
himself. The circular issued by direction of 
the President was so careful in reserving all 
the rights to the States that nobody but a 
petty official would have found any fault. 

The course of the President continues to meet 
with approval, and telegrams are coming in 
urging that he will be justified in taking even 
stronger measures, 

Surgeon-General Wyman received a tele- 
giam today from the Norfolk (Va.) health 
officers stating that Norfolk will quarantine 
against New York City if Dr. Jenkins refuses 
to obey the President’s proclamation. 

Ex-Surgeom General John B. Hamilton ar- 
rivea from Chicago this afternoon. He came 
in response to instructions from the Président 
and Secretary Fuster. Dr. Hamilton was in 
consultation with Secretary Foster and Assist- 
ant Secretary Spaulding this afternoon. For 
the present he will probabty divide his time 
between Washington and New York. Later, 
if the infection seems likely to come by way 
of Canada, he may take charge of the cordon 
of inspection along the border, with headquar- 
ters at Chicago. Dr. Hamilton does not think 
there is occasion for any general alarm. 
People forget,“ he said this afternoon, 
that as late as 1887 we had cases of cholera 
on vessels in New York Harbor—between 
twenty and thirty off them. We managed 
then to keep the disease out without much 
trouble. Of course, there was not so much 
of it abroad then as there is now.“

SECRETARY JERRY RUSK IN CHICAGO. 


Efficacy of the Remedy for Lumpy-Jaw— 
Arrivals at the Hotels. R 
It was warmer yesterday than is usual in 
Chicago. The Hon. Jeremiah Rusk of Wis- 
consin, Secretary of the Department of Agri- 
culture and Clerk of the Weather, was in 
town. Normal Chicago temperature is a trifle 
fresher than Secretary Rusk is accustomed to, 
so when he comes here he brings his weather 
with him. It will probably be cooler today, as 
Mr. Kush leaves for Washington this morning. 
Secretary Rusk was fanning himself in his 
parlor at the Grand Pacific when a reporter 
for Tue Trisune called. The Secretary said 
he had merely stopped over for a rest on his 
way to the capital and incidentally to 
take note of an experiment with 
cows and iodide of potash now in progress at 
the Union Stock-Yards. Secretary Rusk said 
that since the government veterinary had suc- 
cessfully treated an individual case of lumpy 
jaw at the Stock-Yards he had beeh im- 
pressed with the efficacy of the remedy used, 
and had ordered a bunch of cattle to be sub- 
jected to the same treatment. He said there 
are now at the Stock-Yards 135 cattle afflicted 
with lumpy jaw that are under the veterinary 
surgeon’s care, and all are progressing favor- 
ably toward recovery. When the end of the 
experiment is reached, if the result is what is 
looked for, Secretary Rusk will issue a cir- 
cular from the Department of Agriculture 
giving the prescription and full details of 
treatment, so that farmers can cure their own 
cattle when the disease makes its appearance. 
Mr. Rusk said that when stock raisers 
thoroughly understood the method of treat- 
ment it would be much easier to check and 
lumpy jaw on the farm, when 
first makes its appearance, than 
at the Stock-Yards, where the cases are, as a 
rule, malignant and advanced. This medi- 
cine costs $2.60 a pound, and $2 worth will 
cure one animal, said the Secretary. That 
price is within the reach of all farmers.” 
Speaking of pohtics, Mr. Rusk said the Re- 
publicans were morally certain to win in Wis- 
consin this year on both State and national 
tickets. The farmers, he said, were well 
satisfied with the tariff as fixed by the McKin- 
ley bill. It was the first concession made to 
the agricultural interests by Congress, and he 
felt sure that the farmers did not want a 
change this year. As to Illinois, the Secre- 
tary said he had not traveled through the 
Stato, but he had no doubt of the success of 
the national ticket, and did not see how Alt- 
geld could beat Fifer.

TO FIGHT THE PLAGUE 


INSPECTOR KOCH INSISTS ON Ex- 
RRGETIC POLICE ACTION, 
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His Captains and Lieutenants Urged to 
Leave Nothing in the First Division 
That Will Harbor Cholera Microbes 
The Illinois Board of Health Indorses 
President Harrison’s Quarantine Proc- 
lamation—Scheme to Give Asiatic 
Germs a Cold Reception, 

A conference of the Police Captains and 
Lieutenants of the First Division was called 
at the Harrison Street Station last night by 
Inspector Charles J. Koch. The object of the 
conference was to discuss General Superin- 
tendent McCiaughry’s order regarding the 
measures to be taken to prevent the cholera 
scourge from breaking out in Chicago. The 
meeting lasted an hour. 

In calling the conference to order Inspector 
‘Koch told his men that the general order is- 
sued by Supt. McClaughry was imperative. 
Every filthy alley and cess pool in the First 
Division must be cleaned and disinfected. 
That the work might be carried on system- 
atically he had called his men together that 
there might be no misunderstanding in the 
matter. 

The inspector thea explained to his officers 
that he wanted them to see to it that their 
men reported all disease-breeding spots on 
their several beats. Wherever there was a 
foul smell it was the duty of the patrolman 
to investigate. no matter if it were in a pri- 
vate house. If any garbage or filth should be 
found the owners should be. ordered to re- 
move it at once. Should they refuse or fail 
to do so they must be arrested and brought 
into court. 

When the inspector had finished talking a 
general discussion followed, 

Inspector Koch’s Views. 

„I wanted my officers to appreciate fully 
the seriousness of the Chief’s order,“ said In- 
spector Koch after the conference. This is 
one of the most thickly settled parts of the 
city and in some places it has been sadly neg- 
lected by the garbage collectors. I propose 
to have it thoroughly cleaned. In some in- 
stances it may be necessary to fumigate ten- 
ement houses, especially in the quarters 
where Italians, Greeks, and Arabians live. 
They seein to know nothing regarding sani- 
tary laws, and it may be necessary to use 
force with some of them in order to clean up 
the filth accumulated about their dwellings. I 
told the Captains and Lieutenants to see to it 
that every suspicious spot in their precincts 
was examined. Reports are to be made of all 
dangerous spots and they will be checked off 
as fast as they are cleaned and disinfected.”’ 


INDORSED THE PRESIDENT’S ACTION. 


Illinois State Board of Health Approves of 
Rigorous Quarantine at New York, 

The IIhnois State Board of Health has 
wired the President an emphatic indorsement 
of the order enforcing quarantine against 
vessels carrying emigrants from cholera- 
infected ports or territory. This action is 
understood to have been taken in view of the 
attitude that Dr. Jenkins, Health Officer of 
the port of New York, is reported to have 
assumed. If Dr. Jenkins is correctly re- 
ported he purposes, so far as is in his power, 
to nullify the efforts of the National Govern- 
ment to exclude the cholera contagion. It is 
not likely that he will succeed in any such 
attempt, but it is thought advisable that the 
health authorities should signify their ap- 
provalof the action of the Federal author- 
ities, and incidentally notify the local quar- 
antine officers at the port of New York and 
elsewhere on the seaboard that they must take 
into account the pressure which the interior 
may exert if it becomes necessary. The fol- 
lowing is the text of the dispatch to President 
Harrison: 

STATE BOARD or HEALTA, STATE OF ILLINOIS, 
OFFICE OF THE SECRETARY, SPRINGFIELD, Sept. 
3, 1892.—To His Excellency the President, Wash- 
ington, D. C.: The Illinois State Board of Health 
heartily indorses and approves the order of the 
Ist instant, subjecting immigrant carrying vessels 
to a detention quarantine, Should the order be 
evaded or ignored so as to impair the confidence 
which it has already inspired it may become the 
duty of this board to exercise the plenary authir- 
ity with which it is vested in matters of quaran- 
tine.

TO GIVE THEM THE COLD SHOULDER. 


Louis Gathmann’s Scheme for Making the 
Cholera Germs Harmless. 

Louis Gathmann, the Chicago inventor, has 
called the attention of the Health Department 
to a novel plan for putting to rout the army 
of microbes that breed the cholera. Mr. 
Gathmann has a system of rain production 
that has already been described in TRR TRIn- 
UNE. He wrote a book on the subject that at- 
tracted the attention of Secretary Rusk, and 
the result of its reading was that the Agri- 
cultural Department will try the Gathmann 
method of rain producing on the -barren 
plains of the Sioux Reservation in South Da- 
kota, and in the drought-suffering district near 
San Diego, Tex. 

It is nis rain- producer that Mr. 
Gathmann wants used to make 
such atmospheric conditions that cholera 
germs cannot thrive. His plan is to bombard 
the upper atmosphere with liquefied carbonic 
acid gas shells to which time fuses have been 
attached. When the shells explode the re- 
leased gas causes intense cold, and condenses 
the moisture in the air, which falls to the 
earth as rain. The moisture out the way, 
cold currents of air come earthwatt and the 
temperature is lowered to a point at which 
microbes cannot thrive. They remain dor- 
mant and their power of increase dies. Mr. 
Gathmann’s plan is to continue, the discharge 
of shells at stated intervals until the weather 
becomes such that it needs no aid to combat 
the cholera. He claims that by his method the 
cholera may be instantly checked in any city 
no matter how strong its hold on the people.

TO ABOLISH THE HEALTH BOARD. 


A Plan Suggested to Have the Police En- 
force the Sanitary Ordinances. 

A movement is on foot under the lead of a 

La Salle street business-man, who is an ex- 
tensive South Side property-owner, having for 
its object the abolition of the Health Depart- 
ment, the detailing of a man on the staff of 
the Chief of Police to enforce the health or- 
dinances through the police force, the doing 
away entirely with the present system of 
garbage-boxes and the substitution therefor 
of separate, covered receptacles for garbage 
and ashes. These are to be emptied every 
day before 10 a. m., instead of twice a week 
as now, and are to be kept inside the 
yards of premises after that hour, instead of 
being exposed on streets and alleys to the 
eyes and noses of passers-by, 
The chief mover in this matter has been as- 
sured of agood deal of support and the pro- 
posed reform is to be made the subject of a 
meeting of public-spirited citizens, at.which 
it will be discussed in all its bearings and 
ways and means provided for at least a vigor- 
ous attempt to carry it out.

One curious 
thing was that in most of the cases which he 
was called upon to attend those who suc- 
cumbea without a fight were those 
who. indulged in dissipation and 
careless living. As homeopaths they had 
no fear of choiera.

SENSIBLE TALK ABOUT THE CHOLERA, 


Encouraging Views for People Who Are 
Afraid of the Scourge. 

New York, Sept. 2.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une. |—Inclosed please find advance proof of 
an article which will appear in the next num- 
ber of the American Druggist. In view of the 
importance of preventing undue apprehension 
you may feel like quoting this article in whole 
orin part. That portion referring to water, 
milk, and canned goods is especially worthy 
of note.

A great many ple are giving themselves un- 
necessary trouble about cholera. The disease is 
only formidable where inadequate means exist 
for grappling with it, and we are fully prepared 
in this country for it. Deficient and impure 
S the primary cause of its origin 
in Asia. irt, ignorance, and warm w er 
are the principal transmitters of the disease. In 
Madras and Calcutta, India, the writer has seen a 
large mortality from cholera among the poorer 
classes where unsanitary conditions prevailed 
while immediately around them Europeans and 
natives who observed ordinary precautions in 
food and drink were wholly free from the disease. 
Boil kills all cholera germs, and hence it is 
well, during a cholera epidemic, to use boiled 
water and boiled milk. Canned goods are also a 
safe diet at such time, if used at once on 
opening. owing to_ the boiling that ey 
receive in processing the cans when being packed, 
which effectually sterilizes the contents. While 
it may be well enough to quarantine the low 
class of immigrants that have been reaching us 
from the infécted districtsin Russia and r- 
many, orshut them out altogether for a time, 
there is no sense in — being panic- stricken 
here any more than they have been in France and 
Spain, where the cholera has prevailed more or 
less for several years. The visitation is likely to 
be less serious here from the fact that we are just 
entering the cooler months of the year, when 
cholera germs naturally are less active. Con- 
sumption, diphtheria, and typhoid-fever are all 
likely to slay their thousands while cholera is 
slaying hundreds, but because we are familiar 
with these diseases we are not afraid of them. 
Hundreds of children die in this city every week 
from cholera infantum superinduced by bad 
milk, but little thought is given toit. No person 
need fear the cholera if he exercises ordinary 
care in diet, cleanliness, and proper sanitary sur- 
roun 0 


Stock Yards and the Cholera. 

Jeremiah Rusk, Secretary of Agriculture, 
came to Chicago yesterday, among other 
things to see what precautions had been 
taken to guard against the introdiction of 
cholera at the Stock-Yards. To the chief of 
government inspectors at the yards the Sec- 
retary gave orders to put the forces at the dis 
posal of the city health authorities, if cholera 
threatened an invasion. Reports received 
from the inspectors were that the Stock-Yards 
were much cleanerthan many other sections 
of the city. Chetwenty-days quarantine de- 
clared by the President will, I think, effectu- 
ally keep out cholera,” said the Secretary. 
Its effect, however, is already felt by the 
farmers, pork having dropped half a cent a 
pound, I doubt if imported cattle can bring 
the disease with them, but they are quaran- 
tined with everything else. 


Hard Work to Get Teams, 

The Health Department is having great dif- 
ficulty in hiring teams for the sanitary work. 
Only forty of the 100 teams desired had been 
secured yesterday, but the work was going 
forward as speedily as could be expected 
under the circumstances. The brigade speut 
the day in the alley between Randolph and 
Lake streets, from Clark street to Michigan 
avenue, and removed a great quantity of filth.

How Sullivan Passed Yesterday in His 
Palace on Weeels. 

Narrizspurc, Miss., Sept’ 3.—The train 
bearing John L. and party drew up here at 
11 o’clock tonight, the engine was re- 
»lenished with water, and away it went for 
New Orleans. Early this morning the Sul- 
livan car was detached from the 
special at Oakdale to avoid the 
possible detention in Tennessee of Sullivan's 
backer, Charlie Johnson. There is a warrant 
still alive against Johnson, being a legacy of 
the. Sullivan-Kilrain fight two years ago. 
While there was no cause for excessive 
apprehension it was deemed wise by John- 
son not to go through the State of 
Tennessee with a brass band, hence 
the early mornmg detachment of Sullivan’s 
car, in whith Johnson travels, at the little 
station of Oakdale. The two sections of the 
train were not far separated at any time, how- 
ever. The main section traveled through 
Chattanooga by the usual tracks, stopping at 
the depot there, while Sullivan’s car, with 
Johnson aboard, skirted through the freight- 
yards on the edge of the city. 

Meanwhile Sullivan nad been awakened and 
went to the baggage car which had been at- 
tactied at Cincinnati with his trainers about 
7:30. o’clock.

REPUBLICAN CONVENTION MUST 


NOMINATE A GOOD TICKET. 


On It the Success of the Party in the State 


May Depend, and the Chronic Office- 
holding Contingent Should Be Given a 
Back Seat—Infusion of New Blood Is 
Demanded—A Ticket That Pleases Phil 
Knopf—Third District Candidates Are 
Active—Political Notes. 

It may be that on the action of the Repub- 
lican county convention, which is to meet in 
Wednesday, shall depend 
whether this State will select Joseph W. Fifer, 


& judicious, conservative, careful public man, 


for Governor or the truckling demagogue, 


John P. Altgeld. On the nominations of the 
convention it may depend whether the Elect- 


oral vote of Illinois shall be cast in favor of 
protection for American industries ur in favor 
of free trade and cheap foreign labor. 

Cook County has one third of the votes of 
this State. The mass of the voters are more 
affected by local than by national influences. 
If the Republican county convention nomi- 
nates a poor, weak ticket at the dictation of 
the offlceholding gang it will be beaten. The 
national and State candidates will suffer 
through the weakness of the local candidates, 
That 1s inevitable. The State candidates es- 
pecially will suffer if those who were instru- 
mental in its selection truculently insist on 
forcing their pets and henchmen on the ticket. 

The dickering, trading City-Hall and County- 
Building employés who are trying to force 
their way into the convention think, because 
the Democrats have nominated poor candi- 
dates, there is a chance for the election of the 
weaklings on the Republican ticket. As 
usual these persons err. The Democratic 
voters are not fastidious. Generally speaking 
they support the ticket regardless of the con- 
sequences, In some of the Democratic wards 
they will march to the polls in platoons, put 


their erosses in the circle at the top left- 


hand corner of the Democratic column, thus 
voting it straight. They will not bother them- 
selves to make selections. Their bosses will 
not trust them to do so.

To help the State and national tickets and 
to merit success clean, strong, capable men 
must be nominated, And there must be some 
infusion of new blood. The voters are tired 
of the old gang, of the official barnacles, of 
the perpetual papsuckers, They will not 
support candidates who secure nomina- 
tions by paltry trades and  dickers. 
They will not grow enthusiastic 
over candidates who seek election in order to 
perpetuate syndicates for trafficking in the 
fees of office, or who are best known as the 
keepers of groggeries in which cocking mains 
were a favorite amusement. They will not 
help to perpetuate officeholding des who 
care nothing about party success; who will 
sacrifice party interests to carry out their own 
selfish schemes. 

The Republican voters demand an honest 
ticket—that square, earnest Republicans shall 
be the nominees.

A Combination Ticket That He Thinks 
Would Nominate Him for Coroner. 
While the Republican Conference com mit- 
tee of eight has been devoting much time in 
the endeavor to harmonize the party differ- 
ences in the county the seif-constituted can- 
didates have been doing their level best to in- 
¢rease the difficulties that staud in the way. 


They have been trading, intriguing, and bull 


dozing. At the head of tlie trading candi- 
dates staads Phil Knopf. He has his three 
Democratic wards in the nurthwestern part 
of the city to trade on.

It wasa glad thing 
that they were now avenues of peaceful inter. 
course between the United States and the Do. 
minion of Canada. He gaid: 

So great has been that development which has 
come under the blessing of God, and so great the 
power of our people, that we do not stand 
in fear of men. Secure our own 
consciousness that peaceful disposition 
toward all the world and secure in the 
mighty military strength which is fouud in the 
courageous hearts strong arms of her people 
the Nation goes on upon peaceful lines in 
ful pursuits, the care of the home education of 
the children and the worship of each in 
his own way. I cannot quite accept that 
view of constitutional law which I have seen in 
some quarters that the power to “ repel invasion” 
extends to the invasion of plague and pestilence, 
The policy of our government has been to leave 
to the States the exercise of these powers 
of quarantine to keep out disease. The National 
Government has the duty of hearty codpera- 
tion. This attitade I have endeavored to 
maintain and strengthen. I would great. 
ly regret if the State authorities 
anywhere should fail to accept that offer of co- 


operation in a friendly spirit. I felt that the ex- — 


treme suggestion of convening an extra session of 
Congress with a view to resuming to the National 
Government these wers was not in this 
emergency the t. Time would be 
consumed in securing the necessary 
legislation and much more time in the proper 
equipment of quarantine agencies in our 
ports. It seemed, therefore, that it would best 
serve the public interest and protect the homes of 
my fellow-citizens to promptly cooperate with the 
State authorities and to éxercise those powers al- 
ready conferred by the law. For performing 
this plain duty I deserve no man’s thanks. 

I deprecate any unnecessary alarm. Alarm that 
would result in the proper sanitation of our 
cities, towns, and villages is wholesome and 
commendable, but alarm that becomes terror or 
panic is unwholesome. Doing all that can be 
done to let business and social duties proceed 
without interruption, let us leave the issue of lite 
with the benign God who conferred it. 

The President left Plattsburg by special 
train over the Chateaugay railroad and ar- 
rived at Loon Lake about 3:15 p. m., and was 
at once driven to his cottage from the station. 
At a number of towns en route there were 
cordial demonstrations, particularly at Lyon 
Mountain, where several hundred ple were 
gathered, many of them miners who work in 
the ore mines of that place.

GERMANS. HOPE THE EPIDEMIC 1S 
CONFINED TO HAMBURG. 


Energetic Measures Taken Whenever a 
Cholera Patient Is Found in the Capital 
City—Agitating the Subject of Cremation 
of All Plague-Stricken Bodies—The Pope 
and the Center Party—A Speech That Has 


Release from an Asylum.

Bertin, Sept. 3.—The- public alarm occa- 
sioned by the cholera is fast dying out, owing 
to the limitation of the disease in ‘epidemic 
form to the Hamburg district, and the confi- 
dence that is felt in the vigilance of the 
authorities. Cool weather and abundant 
rain-storms are keeping down diseases simu- 
lating cholera, and all influences are restoring 
a general sense of security, Cases resembling 
cholera are rife enough, especially in Char- 
lottenburg. The water-works in this suburb 
of Berlin provide only a scanty 
supply of muddy water. The san- 
itary conditions of the place are otherwise 
bad, and it is natural therefore to find its 
residents figuring largely in the hospital re- 
turns of intestinal disorders. The undoubted 
cases of Asiatic cholera that have been taken 
to the Moabit Hospital are all traceable to 
Hamburg. Two fresh cases that were taken 
there today are illustrations of all the others. 
One of today’s cases was an engine driver on 
the night express train from Hamburg, while 
the other was a young porter who carried 
linen for a person who had just arrived from 
Hamburg to the disinfecting chambers. 

The marvelous rapidity with which the 
Hamburg infection operates was instanced in 
this case; not half an hour elapsed between 
the time the victim went near the infected 
linen and the time he was stricken down. The 
narrow Stein strasse through which he passed 
has been thoroughly disinfected, as has also 
been the Sophien Real gymnasium, which is 
situated on that street. 

Although there is no sign of the disease 
spreading here the authorities have not re- 
laxed their precautions. The great horse 
market, which was fixed to open Tuesday, 
has been indefinitely postponed. This fair 
would have been the likeliest center for the 
propagation of the epidemic, as it brings tu 
Berlin dealers from every quarter of Ger- 
many near the Baltic Sea. 


Will Stop the Emigrants. 


President Harrison’s circular is mainly re- 
garded here as justifying more rigorous meas- 
ures to stop Russian or other emigrants from 
entering Germany. The Austrian provinces 
of Galicia, and Bohemia, Hungary, and even 
Italy send streams of immigration through 
Germany, and these are likely to be throwa 
upon our hands. Under President Harrison's 
edict the decisicn of the steamship companies 
not to take steerage passengers on the vessels 
keeps a number of Russian refugees here, but 
no more will be allowed to cross the frontier. 
Henceforth the frontiers will be closed abso- 
lutely against Russian immigrants, and in the 
case of those from other countries none will 
be permitted to enter Germany unless the 
companies conveying them to their final 
destination guarantee a fulfillment of their 
contract. Immigrante from anywhere will be 
disinfected and their luggage fumigated.

The Deutsche Medizinal maintains 
that there may bea recurrence of the epi- 
demic a year after it has seemingly died out,

ed States. Two or three papers today argue that 
the English precautions are far more effective 
than the American. They affirm that experi- 
ence has proved both in this country and in In- 

dia that the quarantine furnishes no adequate 
safeguard against the introduction of cholera. 
They point out that the imposition of Amer- 
ican quarantine regulations would mean prac- 
tically non-intercourse with the continent, an 
evil which they assume is not to be thought of 
for a moment.

Even in the face of the imminent danger of 
a cholera epidemic—it is taken for granted by 
everybody that there will be many cases of 
cholera introduced during the current month 
as there have been during the past week— 
public confidence in the ability of the local 
sanitary authorities to prevent the spread of 

the contagion from any of these many sources 
is unshaken. There is indeed far less popular 
anxiety over the situation in London than in 
New York if the dispatches which are printed 
here correctly represent American sentiment. 
It should be added that London was never in 
a healthier condition, and then circumstances 
are not at all favorable for the spread of the 
pestilence if it should come. 

Medical men and local health authorities 

are everywhere preparing for any crisis. The 
imminence of the danger is indicated by the 
publication yesterday of an appeal signed by

It will readily be imagined that the lot of 
the American traveler in Europe just now is 
not a happy one. Aside from the direct 
danger of contagion he is everywhere

The 
whole Continent of Europe reeks with the 
high odore of \disinfectants. Cabs, "buses, 
and railway carriages smeli like moving hos- 
pitals; travelers on long journeys are sus- 
picious of each other and eagerly question 
their companions about their health and hail- 
ing points. It is gratifying to be able to say 
that not an American as far as reported has 
fallen victim to the pestilence. Very few, to 
be sure, now remain upon the continent. 
London is filled with them, and all until yes- 
terday were clamoring anxiously to get home. 
The President's proclamation was read with 
dismay. It was interpreted at first tu mean 
that all passenger ships would be placed in 
quarantine for twenty days. Everybody teok 
it as a sentence to three weeks’ imprisonment 
within sight of home. There was great 
rehef when several of the steamship 
companies announced today that they would 
carry no more immigrants and that the 
quarantine restriction would, thus be avoided. 
I called today upon the London representa- 
tires of all the lines. The new order is a 
severe biow to them and naturally they regard 
it as unnecessarily severe. They profess to 
believe the real ooject of the order is not so 
much to conserve public health as to stop 
immigration in deference to the growing pub- 
lic demand. 

As the representative of the North German 
Lloyd said to me: “It will accomplish its 
object completely. Immigration will be 
absolutely stopped.” 

The North German Lloyd will send no 
steerage passengers after today. All immi- 
grants who have been booked by the White 
Star line must go hy the Adriatic next week, 
Saturday; none will be carried after that date 
aad the Adriatic will take no first or second class 
passengers. The Cunard line announces that 
it will send immigrants only by certain boats, 
which include most of their Boston fleet. The 
Bothnia and the Gallia will carry them on 
their next trip to New York. The following 
ships in the order named will carry immi- 
grants weekly to Boston, beginning next 
Thursday: the Pavonia, Samaria, Cephalona, 
Scythia, and Catalonia. These boats will, of 
course, have to pass the twenty days in quar- 
antine. Most of them also carry first-class 
passengers. Those who have been booked to 
sail on them wiil have the privilege of trans- 
ferring to other boats sailing at later dates, 
but as every stateroom is engaged a month 
ahead there willbe many who will suffer a 
long detention on this side in preference to 
quarantine imprisonment. Inman, Ham- 
burg, American, Red Star, and Guion lines 
have suspended immigrant traffic absolutely. 


That Cow Leaped Into Prominence. 

Politics has dropped quite out of sight as 
a subject of popular concern. There has been 
much more interest in Mr. Gladstone’s personal 
encounter with a cow on his Hawarden estate 
last Tuesday than in his planus for securing 
home rule tor Ireland.

PROF. HAFFKINE’S CHOLERA VACCINE. 


‘A Product of. the Pasteur Institute Ex- 
plained by Its Discoverer. 
Paris Figaro: A fact of the highest im- 


portance from: a scientific point of view has 


just been brought to light in the Pasteur In- 
stitute of Paris. M. Haffkine, a learned 
biologist, declares that he has discovered a 
vaccination for cholera. One may imagine 
the commotion that the announcement of 


such a discovery causes in the medical world 


just now. 

The Figare reporter found M. Haffkine ex- 
perimenting with his cholera virus upon two 
guinea pigs. .** With two injections,” said the 
biologist, “they are made proof against all 
attacks of cholera. We have repeated the ex- 
periment several times. The method is very 
simple. If I inject cholera virus into the ani- 
mals that have been vaccinated they suffer 


no trouble whatever; but when I do the same, 


thing to an animal not vaccinated it is pretty 
sure to die with all the symptoms of cholera. 
The animals that are not vaccinated we call 
witnesses. 

Reporter —It might be a good thing to try 
the experiment upon men. 

M. Haffkine—It has already been made, 
at least one part of it. Of course it wouldn’t 
do to try the other part. It would 
hardly be the proper thing to inoculate a hu- 
man witness with cholera virus to ‘see if 
he would die. But four of us, Dr. Tamancheff, 
my friend, M. Wilbouchevitch, and inyself, 
have been injected with the cholera vaccine. 

or you believe that you are 
proof against cholera? 

M. Haffüme -I am convinced of it. I be- 
lieve in my discovery because I have made a 
great many experiments upon anin.als. 

Reporter—Where do you propose to com- 
mence the application of your method? 

M. Haffkine—In Russia. As you know, I 
am myself a Russian, and, considering the 
extent which the epidemic has reached in my 
country, I will find there a considerable field 
of operation. I have already made offers to 
the Russian Government, and I have just re- 
ceived a letter from Dr. Remesoff, who left 
here a few weeks ago for Moscow, taking with 
him a quantity of virus. He tells me that he 
has inoculated himself and several ot his 
colleagues. They have noticed exactly the 
same symptoms that we have experienced. 

Reporter—What are these symptoms? 

M. Haffkine—After the vaccination we feel 
a feverish indisposition with headache and 
dryness of the mouth. That remains a day or 
two; but the local pain in the tissues remains 
a little longer. And, strange enough, the 
symptoms are like a light attack of influenza. 
It is not the first time that we have noticed a 
connection between cholera and influenza. 

Reporter—Are there not some other doctors 
who have discovered a vaccine for cholera? 

M. Haffkine—In Germany several savants 
of the Koch school have been making some 
interesting experiments, M. Brieger espe- 
cially ; but his method of injection in the peri- 
toneum is so dangerous that I don’t think it 
can be applied to man. My discovery is in 
some sense a French discovery, although J 
have not the hunor to be a Frenchman; but it 
has come out under the auspices of 
the Pasteur Institute, and it  consti- 
tutes a new application of the gen- 
eral methods of exhalation and atten- 
uation of the viruses, methods which are due 
entirely to M. Pasteur. It is to him and to 
M. Roux, whose aid has been most precious 
for me, that the larger portion of the merits 
of this discovery belongs. 

M. Haffkine then showed the reporter one 
of the cholera microbes by means of a micro- 
scope. It was a tiny affair, like a parenthetic 
mark traced with a fine pen. Its color was 
violet. The reporter thanked M. Haffkine for 
the introduction, and remarked that he had 
no desire to form a closer acquaintance with 
the little murderer.

BUFFALO BILL SAYS THAT THEY 
WILL MAKE GOOD ONES, 


Ages of Tradition and Contest Have Made 
Their Natural Disposition That of War- 
riors—The Red Man's Tenacity to the 
Game of War Has Been His Ruin— 
Rightly Managed It May Prove His 
Salvation—Sůome of the Important Les- 
sons That He Will Learn in the Army. 

Lonpvon, Aug. 8.—[ Special Correspondence. ] 


| —I regret that owing to the demands upon 


only able to reply but briefly 
to your req for my opinion on the Indian 
as a soldier. Ages of tradition, of contest, 
and his past mode of life have made the In- 
dian’s natural disposition that of a soldier, 
and it is as much hereditary in him as any 
feature, peculiarity, vice, or virtue for which 
ancestry in any other race is responsible. 
Civilization’s greatest effort in its struggle 
with the red man has been the difficult one of 
trying to wean him from his arms, and we all 
know how even lately the red man was im- 
practicable enough to prefer death to disarm- 
ament. Consequently, I believe that in time 
with patience and judgment, such as our ex- 
perienced ‘army Indian-fighting officers pos- 
sess, the crudities of the Indian’s personalities 
will give place to the polish of discipline. 
The Indian’s tenacity to the game of war 
has really been the cause of his limited inter- 
est in the grand continent he once possessed, 
and practically the reason for his numbering 
now oniy about 300,000 souls. 
First Indians Used as Scouts. 

Many years ago wy old companion, Maj. 
Frank North, enlisted the Pawnee scouts, 
whose services and whose loyalty are matters 
of history. They made most excellent sol- 
diers, and though they were not taught much 
of the army regulation drill, when they had to 
take their turns on camp or picket duty with 
the regular soldier they did it well and cheer- 
fully. But it was amusing to hear them call 
out and pass the word of the hour of 
the night when on duty. They 
knew but little of the English language, 
and they would sing out any English words 
that came to their minds. For instance, if 
the time had come when they should call out: 
Post No. 10, 12 o’clock, and all's well,“ 
they would call out something like this: 
Post half-past 5 cents, all right; I don’t 
care.“ 

They will s‘and the test of service in the 
field and active campaigning as well as the 
white or colored man. It is well to consider, 
however, that in the instance referred to they 
were actuated by an enmity to a more power- 
ful tribe, and had, as the Indians of today 
have, the benefit of a limitéd contact with the 
white man and ofan advancement in friend- 
ship that association between the two races 
can only fully complete. | 

During the war the Osages, Delawares, and 
other parts of civilized tribes contributed to 
the Union army, and Gen. Grant had on his 
staff Gen. Parker, wno was a full-blooded In- 
dian. The worth of these men far exceeded the 
most sanguine expectations, for they did excel- 
lent fighting. At one time the Delawares en- 
listed 170 men out of 200 males between the 
ages of 18 and 45. 

This is a proof that the Indians are inclined 
to be soldiers, and the instances given of their 
work seem to justify their susceptibility to be 
formed into effective soldiers. This should 
be specially so now, as the Indians’ distrust 
of the old times is being certainly dispelled 
by the closer contact between the settlers and 
the aborigines. | 

| Natural Born Cavalry. f 

If the old warriors of the past can’ have it 
instilled into their minds that war 5 finally 
and forever over between us as a people, and 
if the young men make as much progress in 
the future as they have done during the last 
ten or fifteen years through schools, educa- 
tion, and through extensive travel not only in 
their own country but in foreign lands, I see 
no reason why the gradual education of the 
Indian and his proper reward for good con- 
duct (which, by the way, should be special) 
will not make him an excellent soldier, espe- 
cially in the cavalry arm of the service. 

In my army experience, and also in the ex- 
tensive enterprise lam now connected with, I 
have found the Indian quick to learn drill and 
comprehend what you desire. I have also 
found them tractable to any general regula- 
tions laid down to them. They will take care 
of their weapons and equipments, and being 
usually cleanly in person and fond of orna- 
mented costume, they will take a pride in 
keeping the same clean and well preserved. 

Born riders, their nearest and dearest love 
in life seems to be the horse; naturally having 
good eyes, and by practice being good shots, 
it should be but a short time ere they should 
be well fitted for the scouting and other 
duties in which the cavalry of the future will 
be delegated. 

I have found, contrary to public opinion, 
that when given proper facilities, easy of ac- 
cess, they have a natural tendency to cleanli- 
ness. 

Traditional Fondness for Arms, 

One of the old traditions goes to show that 
the Indians have always been fond of arms, 
This tradition says that the first man made by 
the Great Spirit was the negro, with whom he 
was dissatisfisd. His next effort was the red 
man. With him he was somewhat pleased, but 
thought he could improve on him, so he made 
the white man. With the white man he was 
very much pleased. 

The tradition goes on to say that the Great 
Spirit, having made the three men, offered 
them the choice of three things: The book, 
charts, and maps; the bow and the arrow and 
other implements of war; and the hoe and the 
spade. The white man had the first choice, 
and the Indian watched with keen interest 
what he would choose, for he was afraid the 
white man would take the implements of war. 
The White man, however, preferred the books, 
the charts, and the maps. The Indian had 
the second choice and at once took the imple- 
ments of war, leaving the negro no option but 
to tare the hoe and the spade. 

The Indian has ever since lived by his arms, 
relegating all other duties but those of the war- 
path and the chase to the squaws. 

It may take a little time and patience to 
perfect an Indian in the police duties of a 
camp, but when his own comfort is assisted I 
find him of considerable work - 
man's energy. 

The certainty of a regular ration will soon 
teach him the use of economy, his present 
voracity ony | greatly influenced by hié un- 
certain meal hours. As Rome was not built 
in a day, time and patience would be a better 
answer to the experiment than any human 
foresight can give. 

Should Be Enlisted in Small Numbers. 

A limited number only from each tribe and 
reservation should be enlisted, and not too 
large a number to affect the status of other 
modes of progress to the Indian race. This 
profession, as it were, should be made simply 
a stepping-stone to more diversified methods 
or industries whereby he can seek employ- 
ment and secure a wing. It would also, by 
travel and experience d still further on his 
return home to a confidence in the future in- 
tentions of the white race to treat the remnant 
of his ple more equitably than it has been 
possible to do in the past. As his legal rights 
are now fully understood and believed in it is 
through the law that he must seek redress for 
any wrongs or grievances, and I believe that 
he now has enough friends to see him have 
fair play, a great deal, of course, depending 
on his own acceptance of the inevitable. 

My experience has taught me that the In- 
dians are divided almost proportionately in 
ability, intelligence, and disposition as are the 
whites. I find about 50 per cent of them are 
really disposed to be what we call good; about 
30 per cent are disposed to go according to the 
influence of their associates, good or bad, and 
about 20 per cent have the lower disposition 
of the more vicious classes. 

How to Handle the Men, 

In my opinion sufficient patience should be 
used with the Indian until Sergeants and Cor- 
porals of his own race cuuld be safely trusted 
with authority in ing out commands, as 
the Indian is of a childish nature, and some- 
what subject to jealousy. He is sensitive and 
cannot be driven, but he can be led by kind-

With regard to the suggestior as to the 
Indian’s doubtful loyalty in an emergency, 
the many instances of personal fidelity in the 
last campaign and the geueral result of a use- 
less misunderstanding when once straightened 
out, is one answer, and the fact of the cavalry 
and infantry arms being their propo voca- 
tion and that we have still the artillery up our 
sleeve should be the finale.

THEY WERE UNTAMED TO THE LAST. 


Gros Ventre Indians Whe Cheated the 
Gallows; ; 

Anaconda Standard: Old timers will recall 
the tragic incidents which followed the trial 
and conviction for murder at Miles City in 
1879 of five Indians—three Cheyennes and 
two Gros Ventres. A man named Phil Lynch, 
who lived in Frozen-to-Death Valley, at that 
time an unfrequented region, was found mur- 
dered in his cabin, and circumstances pointed 
directly to the members of a small band of In- 
dians who had been seen near his rude dwell- 
ing. 

The arrest of Elk Head and two more of 
their number, Gros Ventres, followed and 
they were taken to Miles City and inearcer- 
ated in the jail there, just dbout the time that 
three braves of the Cheyenne nation were 
brought in, charged with the killing of a 
Sergeant while engaged in making repairs 
for the government telegraph line between 
Miles City and Deadwood. The District Court 
soon after assembied, and these Indians were 
all tried and sentenced, the three 
Cheyennes and one Gros Ventre to be hanged 
by the neck at the same ti and Elk Head 
to a term of five years’ imprisonment at Deer 
Lodge. Preparations. were made for the exe- 
cution under direction of Sheriff Irvine, a scaf- 
fold being erected in the jail yard, and several 
of the deputies put to by practicing upon 
the complicated details of hangman’s knot, 
while the grewsome apparatus itself was kept 
in almost constant operation, both for the pur- 
pose of 1 the necessary practice and 
to while away the weary wa of the jail 
patrol. ä 6 

The construction of the jail of that early 
period was of so primitive a fashion that 
these esthetic pastimes were constantly wit- 
nessed by the condemned Indians, and as the 
fatal day grew near they were noticed to grow 
fastidious in the makeup of the -toilet, paint- 
ing themselves most elaborately, while their 
days and nights were passed in continued 
chanting of weird melodies, About two 
weeks before the day fixed for the matinées 
the jailer was one afternoon engaged witha 
blacksmith in making repairs upon the inside 
of the building, when he was called excitedly 
by one of Gros Ventres, who, by 
signs, indicated to bim that some- 
thing was wrong in the adjoining cell, 
occupied by two of the 2 Loo 
through the little window of ‘his cell he dis- 
covered a blanket rope attached to one of the 
bars, while confronting him stood one of the 
prisoners, painted most hideously, and gaudily 
decorated with a quantity of beads and feath- 
ers, which had been sent into the cells by the 
squaws on their daily visits to the jail. Not 
having the cell keys he was compelled to seek 
through the town for the Sheriff, who returned 
with him to the jail, only to find on opening 
the heavy cell door that both Indians had 
taken a voluntary flight to the happy hunt- 
ing grounds.“ 

‘hey had torn their blankets into shreds, 
from which they had formed ropes, and with 
these attached to the cell-bars had geu 
themselves most successfully. One Indian, 
evidently the weaker hearted, was found help- 
lessiy bound and lymg upon the floor, where 
he had been placed by his companion, who 
had then deliberately himself used the im- 
provised gallows. The bars were too low to 
permit of an upright position, and it had been 
necessary for them to drop nearly to their 
knees to effect their purpose. In an hour the 
jail. stockade was surrounded with Indians 
wildly excited, and some strange and dra- 
matic scenes occurred among tnem. 

The bereaved widow of one of the dead war- 
riors moaned most enthusiastically by placing 
her hand upon a post and cutting off two fin- 
gers witha hatchet. The bleedingstump held 
aloft in the midst of a horrible dance made a 
most unhappy spectacle. 

Three or four days later the last Cheyenne 
was found dead ina similar manner. xtra 
. were then taken with the Gros 
ſentre, who was placed in e cell with a white 
prisoner and securely ironed to the floor. Day 
and night a guard patrolled the corridors, and 
Tom Irvine confidently announced that the 
show should go on with the one performer 
left. But, alas for human hope! One morn- 
ing the aborigine did not respond to the break- 
fast call. His recumbent form was motion- 
less upon the stone floor, and an examination 

roved that he, too, had gone to his fathers. 

le had quietly strangled himself with a moc- 
casin string. Slowly and sadly the scaffold 
was removed and the last good Indian placed 
beneath the turf of his native land, 


Use of Elephants in War. 


In the good old days, long before gunpowder 
was invented and war became too terrible to 
serve as a pastime for Kings, when armies were 
equipped with swords and spears and axes, ele- 
phants were often used in battle. Soldiers 
perched on the backs of huge beasts shot arrows 
and hurled javelius at their foes with terrible 
effect, while trained elephants, rushing into the 
thickest of the fight, crusbed as many foot-sol- 
diers as they could trample on. Not all readers 
may know that elephants are still used in war- 
fare. The British army in India finds them 
useful for dragging heavy pieces of artillery 
over rough country, and in some parts of Hindus- 
tan elephants are preferred to horses for riding in 
districts where there are practically no roads. 
Somebody has described the sensation of riding 
on an as back as similar to floating on the 
surface of a custard, which wabbles and shakes 
but never jolts. During the recent maneuvers of 
the British army in India the elephants which 
were hauling the cannon took fright from a pass- 
ing railway train, and ran acrosa country with the 
guns trailing after them, the gunners bei 
thrown off their pieces and scattered right an 
left.

QUAINT PEOPLE AND PRACTICES 
OF THE LAST CENTURY. 


The Honored but Ignorant Pedagogue and 
the Simplicity of His Curriculum—Cock 
Fights Held in School to Help Pay His 
Salary~—A Venerable Calvinist’s Amus- 
ing Reproof of Negligent Sunday-School 
Scholars—Clergymen Preaching on One 
Text for Years. | 

The present Scottish nation, if histdtians 
can be relied on, has changed marvelously 
during the last century, and, moreover, it has 
changed for the better, laying sentiment 
aside, 

In the days of lang syne, as the poet Gil- 
fillan puts it, when the King’s headsmen trav- 
eled over the moors, commanding the ever- 
ready hospitality of gentry and peasants alike, 
and beer, brewed at home, was the only 
naughty beverage, Scotland was a coach-trav- 
ersed semi-wilderness. In those days the 
parish schoolmaster was an honored factor of 
society, who, if he had land, could command 
the services of his pupils to till it, under the 
then laudable pretense of educating the 
childer in the art of farming. 

The school-house in the country was gener- 
ally a straw-roofed cottage consisting of two 
apartments. in one of which the schoolmaster 
dwelt: the other was the school-room. A mud 
floor, frail wooden benches nicked and cut, 
an old desk over which hung the dreaded 
**taws,’’ and the naked rafters overhead, cov- 
ered with festoons of cobwebs, a fireplace 
generally covered with the peat ashes and wo- 
fully primitive, as it consisted of one flat 
stone: this is a pen-picture of the parish 
school during the early part of the nineteenth 
century. The peat tire was started early in the 
morning of fragments of the inflammable 
soil, of which each pupil brought a share. 
The first task devolving upon the teacher was 
to kindle the fire—an arduous task, requiring 
the choice between two nuisances, no fire or 
stifimg smoke. 

The schoolmaster was not always a shining 
example of profound learning. On the con- 
trary the teacher in those days was an object 
of charity, who was given that vocation be- 
cause he could fit no other. As an example 
this anecdote still flats around the country: 

On one oc7asion a’ respected inatron was en- 
larging on the different qualifications of three 
sons. She thought o' makin’ Denny a join- 
er, Jack maun be a blacksmith like his father, 
and Tom, weel, Tom will be gude for naething 
but a dominie.”’ 

Near the seaport. towns, however, where 
navigation was highly essential to the sea- 
faring population, the masters were of 
a higher order of intellect, and many 
of them were excellent instructors in naviga- 
tion. To such, during winter eveni the 
young sailors would go often over miles of 
snow to learn this useful art. But for ordi- 
nary teaching a schoolmaster needed no great 
learning. 

The alphabet and shorter catechism, or 
““What-side,’’ so called on account of the first 
question bemg What is the chief end of 
man? and for older scholars the New Testa- 
ment, the Book of Proverbs, and as a finishing 
polish the Old Testament, summed up the lit- 
erary accomplishments of the pupils. 

Sueh an education formed the ground work 
of minds like Scott’s Eddie Ochiltree boasted, 
simple, yet deep, proud and shtewd. But 
rich and poor, lord and vassal, were held to- 
gether by a common bond of sympathy that 
would have graced a Utopia. The old ballad 
illustrates this as well as the custom of hold- 
ing lyke-wakes, the following stanza particu- 

arly: 
It ha ill, pened 8 
AAM 
’ who do ye think was at his lyke-wake? 
and E o’ high degree, 
Cock-Fights in School. 

In order to swell the master’s diminutive 
salary the teacher was allowed to incorporate 
a cock-pit. All the scholars were compelled 
to enroll their names in the list of those who 
kept a bird for this cruel purpose and pay so 
much for an entrance fee to the schoolmaster, 
who, in return, had a medal struck for the 
winning bird, or some pretty bauble to com- 
memorate the event was awarded to the lucky 
owner. 

The arena was the schoolroom, and for 
weeks after the conflict the benches and walls 
were bespattered with blood. As might be 
expected this practice was attended with many 
vices. It fostered a spirit of hatrea and jeal- 
ousy among the pupils, and led to gambling 
and fighting. 


Upon one occasion, during the latter part of | 


the eighteenth century, after a cock-fight had 
been won by a bird belonging to an interest- 
ing little boy of 8 years—a widow’s only son 
and the favorite of his companions— 
a playmate, coveting the small sil 
ver bell which had been awarded 
to the winuer, enticed the child to a gentle. 
man’s preserves, which were guarded by 
numerous spring-guns concealed in the grass 
and shrubbery. The poor little fellow, uncon- 
scious of danger, stepped on the spring of one 
and was riddled with bullets, when the brutal 
companion ran home carryi the awful 
news to the bereaved mother. But the bell 
was discovered by the mother of the mur- 
dered child in the pocket of the young mur- 
derer, who when cornered confessed his 
guilt. The story fails to tell what the penalty 
was. Very likely there was none, excepting 
social ostracism. 

When the enlightened humanity of later 
times excluded this sport, the money that the 
teacher would have deriv from 
this custom was bestowed on him in the shape 
of “hansels” or presents, a habit which 
also engendered fierce rivalry among the

An Alaska Woman Comes to Grief with 
American Methods. 

San Francisco Examiner: There was wild 
excitement in Siwashtown, as the straggling 
row of Indian log huts above the cannery was 
called, when it was known that Sam, one of 
the Indian fishermen, had bought the superin- 
tendent’s ola cook stove. * 

For Montus Annie, Sam's wife, had craved 
for the precious piece of furniture. Now it 
was safely set up in her log hut, the fire was 
burning merrily, and the Chinese cook, espe- 
cially retained at considerable expense to give 
private lessons in the art of cooking, was in- 
structing Annie in the mysteries of making 
biscuit. 

Every kloochman (Alaskan for woman) in 
the settlement crowded into Sam’s house to 
watch the proceedi and gave vent to their 
admiration in guttural wahs. Only the super- 
intendent of the cannery and the storekeeper 
winked and smiled at each other, for had 
not a large stock of very strong butter and 
lard on hand, and was not the wily Chinaman 
standing in with them? 

That night lard rose five cents and butter 
15 cents a pound at thestore. All day 
smoke poured from Sam’s stovepipe. e 
no ag worked regular hours at the can- 
nery.

J. A. Thain has completed plans for a large 
apartment-house to be built by James H. Gil- 
bert at the southwest corner of Fitty-fifth 
street and Engleside avenue. It will be four 
stories, 72x115 feet. The first story will be 
built of stone and above this pressed brick 
and terra-cotta with copper bays will be used. 
The interior will be div into twenty-four 
six-room flats with one storeroom on the prin- 
cipal corner. The interior finish will be in 
hardwood. Mr. Thain is about ready to let 
contracts and work will be commenced in a 
week. It will cost $75,000. 

The work of laying the foundations for 
William Pitzgerald’s store and flat building at 
the southeast corner of State and Twenty- 
sixth streets is now under way. This buildir 
was designed by Clinton J. Warren and wil 
cost in the neighborhood of $125,000.

Henry Ives Cobb has completed plans for 
an elegant residence for L. W. Flersnem to 
be erected on Belden avenue at a cost of from 
$26,000 to $30,000. It will be two stories, base- 
ment and attic high, 40x60 feet, and will be 
constructed of pressed brick with stone trim- 
mings and steep roof of slate. 

Among the various buildi enterprises of 
the South Side that materialized last week 
the one most worthy of note is the apartment 
house to be erected on Lake avenue, near 
Thirty-seventh street, after plans furnished 
by H. B. Seely.

Elwood meeting will be held to inaugurate 


the openmg of a tinplate factory. Elwood is 
a young place which owes its existence to the 
influences of the protective tariff. Its fut- 
ure prosperity depends largely upon 
the success of the new works. There 
is mo more -reason why Congressman 
Bynum or any other Congressman should be 
ir vited to go there and cry down all that 
makes for the prosperity of the new place 
than that they should be invited to come to 
the World’s Fair in October and talk against 
it and prophesy its failure. From this point 
of view the challenge of Congressman Bynum 
is both ridiculous and impertinent. But even

would have to ruled out for sufficient reasons. 
In the last Democratic Congress, the Fiftieth, 
Speaker Carlisle made Bynum Chairman of the 
Committee on Ways and Means, but he so failed 
to meet his duty as Chairman of that impor- 
tant committee and proved himself to be so 
incompetent and inefficient that Speaker Crisp 
of the Fifty-second Congress had to drop him 
and put another in the place. It is preposter- 
ous, therefore, for a man who has not the con- 
fidence of his own party as an advocate of 
tariff reform and free trade to expect his 
challenge to discuss the issue with a man of 
Gov. McKinley’s ability would be enter- 
tained. The challenge is simply a display of 
impudence, and if it had been accepted would 
have been followed by a display of impotence 
on Bynum’s part. 


HOW TO FIND THE MONEY TO CLEAN 
THE CITY. 

The least of the difficulties connected with 
the thorough cleaning of the city is the pro- 
viding the money with which to pay for what- 
ever work may have to be done in order to 
avert a visit from the cholera or other pesti- 
lence. The third section of the seventh ar- 
ticle of the charter, chapter 24, on Cities, 
says: 

Neither the City Council nor any department or 
officer of the corporation shall add to the corpo- 
ration expenditures in any one year anything 
over and above the amount provided for in the 
annual appropriation bill of that year except as 
is herein otherwise specially provided; and no 
expenditure for an improvement to be paid for 
out of the general fund of the corporation shall 
exceed in any one year the amount provided for 
such improvement in the annual appropriation 
bill; provided, however, that nothing herein 
contained shall prevent the City Council from 
ordering by a two-thirds vote any improvement 
the necessity of which is caused by any casualty 
or accident happening after such annual appro- 
priation is made. The City Council may, by a 
like vote, order the Mayor and Finance commit- 
tee to borrew a sufficient amount to provide for 
the expense necessary to be incurred in making 
any improvements the necessity for which has 
arisen as is last above mentioned for a space of 
time not exceeding the close of the next fiscai 
year, which sum and the interest shall be added 
to the amount authorized in the aext general tax 
levy and embraced therein. 

Ihe appropriation bill for this year was 
passed in March, and contained the usual 
small appropriation for sanitary purposes. 
Since then the cholera has advanced from In- 
dia to New York and an emergency has arisen 
which necessitates the expenditure of large 
sums. Whatever the amount may be, whether 
$10,000 or $500,000, the Council has authority 
to borrow it and will find no difficulty in do- 
ing so. ‘That body will meeton the 12th of 
this month, It will not fail to do its duty, 
and the city authorities can go ahead and act 
withjhat understanding. Whatever they do 
to keep a plague out of the city will 
be ratified by the Council as a 
of course. The expenditures 
thoroughly cleaning up the city 
be limited to the small

Jj amounts that may be pinched from other 
funds, but the outlay should be commensu- 


rate with the magnitude of the danger to be 
averted and the size of the job to be done. 
The city charter thus says the Council has au- 
thority to appropriate money for things 
caused by casualty or accident, without limit. 
Casualty means that which comes without de- 
sign or without being foreseen; a contingency 
that is to be fought as a “* pestilence that walk- 
eth in darkness, for the destruction that 
wasteth at noonday.“ 


THE GARFIELD PARK ARRESTS. 
The Police Department has taken a decided 


course with regard to the Garfield race track 
in this city. It has placed under arrest “ the 
whole caboodle of judge, starter, jockeys, 
weighing clerks, etc., and even took in nine 
Pinkerton men, who were acting as gatemen. 
The place has long been a moral sore, a nest 
of the worst kind of immorality, a resort 
of the vilest classes in the city, and 
a school in which neophytes soon 
learned to become such. It was 
a place in which gambling in its most tricky 
moods was indulged in for the benefit of the 
few behind the scenes, a place where the silly 
geese regularly were plucked and lost their 
eash, and the more wicked who were not in 
the ring got rid of their unholy gains before 
starting in to make more money out of the 
vices of others. It was a resort for the confi- 
dence men, thieves, burglars, lewd women, 
and the lewd men who associate with them, 
where were enticed foolish clerks to engage 
in dissipation, with occasional gains, and 
to rob their employers to “make good” 
their losses on the track or pay for the expen- 
sive pleasures outside, the way to which was 
pointed out by friends picked up on the 
track. It has been a veritable charnel-house 
for morals, a den in which were killed off all 
the good and noble sentiments that were 
originally entertained by its frequenters, and 
for them substituted vile ambitions, a taste 
for wicked enjoyments, and an admiration for 
the ethics of the thief and libertine. 

The raid was undertaken in accordance with 
an opinion rendered by John N. Jewett. It is 
to the effect that the law of this State has for 
many years stood opposed to all enterprises 
of the character admitted to be the object of 
the Garfield Park gatherings, and in various 
ways has indicated a tendency and a 
policy of prohibition in respect to all gam- 


of a State or the ordinances of a city may 
legitimize practices and theories inconsistent 
with good government or good morals and 
inconsistent with the welfare and pro- 
tection of the people. “But only positive 
law can do this. The silence of the 
positive law justifies no evil.“ The entire 
line of criminal statutes of the State and the 
penal ordipances of the city are a protest 
against crime and crim of every kind 
and degree, including gambling. A crime 
without a penalty or sanction may be a moral 
delinquency only, and possibly cannot be pun- 
ished. If there were no penalty attached to 
the crime of murder or larceny, possibly no 
person could be lawfully punished for either, 
but even in that case the executive farce

Executive force means protection to 


the public and the citizen, or it means noth- 


bling or gaming enterprises.

THE 600,000 CUBIC FEET DRAINAGE AB- 
SURDITY., 

The Joliet News of the 30th ult. furnishes its 
readers with two columns of miscalled advice 
and perverted statement on the draimage 
question, in which it professes to tell them 
“what to do abéut it.” Only one sentence 
in the whole screed calls for an answer. 
Treating of the floods of last May, when 700,- 
000 cubic feet of water per minute passed 
over the dam at Joliet, it says the people who 
remember the inconvenience they were then 
put to are able to appreciate the state we 
shall be in when Chivago sends us the 600,000 
feet per minute they have in view as a perma- 
nent state of things.” 

If the writer of the sentence quoted bea 
young man he will be a very old one before 
he sees any 600,000 cubic feet per minute pass 
from Laks Michigan through the present Chi- 
cago Drainage District, down the Desplaines, 
and past the City of Joliet, which place may 
be presumed to have been so named on ac- 
count of the supposed jocularity of its future 
inhabitants. And Mr: Cooley, the great 
apostle of the 600,000 feet per minute idea, 
will have climbed the “golden stair” long 
before anything like that happens. The 
reason for this is plain. The City of Chi- 
cago has not the money to spare that would 


carrying of that quantity of water through 
the district, and probably will not have 
enough to spare for the increased expenditure 
needed on such a work in the future, because 
its cost becomes greater year by year, the value 
of the land to be condemned for anew chan- 
nel through the city therefor increasing 
more rapidly than does the taxable wealth of 
the district. Hence the Legislature of the 
State never will be asked for authority to levy 
taxes big enough to defray the thirty or forty 
million cost of the second 300,000 cubic feet 
per minute, and if it were the madmen who 
preferred the request would be laughed out of 
court when they tried to make their insane 
project materialize into the collection of the 
money from taxpayers. 

The quantity of water to be furnished 
through and by the Chicago district must be 
limited by the capacity of the South Branch. 
That channél may be so widened and deep- 
ened as to give a flow of about 300, 000 cubic 
feet per ininute without interfering with the 
navigation of the stream, but it will cost 
millions to do it. The widening is limited by 
the cost of the land which must be condemned 
for the purpose, and the buildings that must 
be destroyed, and the deepening by the fact 
that the channel cannot be excavated be- 
low ‘a certain depth without endanger- 
ing the stability of the structures 
that are and will be placed on and 
near the banks. The statement of the case 
recently made by Gen. Sooy Smith shows that 
to cut much deeper than now would be to 
penetrate through the crust into a bed of oozy 
material that would be pressed into the river 
by the weight of the buildings, leaving them 
to topple ana fall. Hence, that talked of flow 
of 600,000 feet per minute can never be fur- 
nished through the South Branch however 
great the capacity of the rock cut made in the 
foolish anticipation of receiving it. The Joliet 
man need borrow no trouble about the dispo- 
sition of that much water coming from the 
lake through the present drainage district of 
Chicago,

cities, Letters and the arts come late in the 
life of cities, and this has been the rule since 
the world began. They are impossible with- 
out money and especially without the leisure 
which money brings. The literary center of 
the United States is Boston, but the Massa- 
chusetts capital hasa past of two centuries 
and a half behind, it. Even New York 
with substantially the same age is 
still more absorbed in money-getting 
than in literature, while other old 
cities, like Philadelphia, St. Louis, and 
New Orleans, have hardly given to the world 
a conspicuous man of letters. Chicago’s real 
life only dates from 1871, the year of the great 
fire. Prior to that time it had been engaged 
in the struggle for material supremacy and 
with an energy and absorption such as the 
worid has rarely witnessed. For a few years 
after that date it was engaged in the necessary 
work of material reconstruction, and what- 
ever makes for sweetness and light, such 
as books, art, music, and general culture, 
was put aside for the tune. The city may 
have to wait some time longer before its dis- 
tinguished men of letters appear. It is not 
many years ago that English scoffers, forget- 
ting this is a young country, asked Who 
reads an American book?” They are read.ng 
American books now, however, over the 
water, and the lesson should have been remem- 
bered when the Times substantially asked the 
same question as to Chicago, the youngest of 
all the American cities. 

The Times apparently has failed to observe

It will have an 
immense teaching staff in every de- 
partment of study and the largest 
and best equipped college library 
in this country, The pniversity is destined to 
be the center of #emarkable intellectual 
growth aud achie nt. Upon the Lake 
Front already is ris the ‘stately and ia» 
pressive Institute of. Art, which will be filled 
with the highest ex#mples of ancient and 
modern schools of painting and statuary. All 
this has been accomplished in less than twen- 
ty years and has risen out of the ruins of 
one of the most terrible fire disasters 
in the world’s history. With these 
great centers of culture—the libraries, 
the university, and the Art Institute—placed 
upon solid foundations and lavishly endowed, 
and their influence to be still further intensi- 
fied by the prodigious educational forces of 
the great Columbian Exhibition, cannot the 
Times see that Chicago is now entering upon 
anew and higher phase of its existence, and 
that it has achieved its material prosperity 
and is now reaching out for higher and no- 
bler conditions?

THE “STAATS ZEITUNG” DODGING THE 
FREE TRADE ISsvE. ‘ 

The Democrativ tariff plank of 1884 was a 
straddling one, the joint work of Carter Har- 
rison, Moderate Protectionist, and Henry Wat- 
terson, Free Trader. But although that plank 
was full of professions of devotion fur Amer- 
ican labor, recognized the difference between 
the wages paid here and abroad, and declared 
that there must be no legislation to equalize 
down the American wage scale, the Staats 
Zeitung then looked on the Democratic tariff 
position with great distrust. It said: 

It is a matter of great importance to the arti- 
san, the man doing business on a small scale, the 
farmer, and the laborer, whether home industry 
is destroyed by the competition of the factory 


slaves of Europe working for starvation wages, 
and our domestic market is abandoned without 


terms or conditions to the European and 
the New York bloodsuckers. Ninety-tive per 
cent of the Germans belong to the bees of labor, 
while the free-trade traffickers and exploiters are 
among the drones. The former should not forget 
that free trade will make the bees the slaves of 
the lazy drones. 

This was written by Hermann Raster, who 
knew well the difference between European 
and American wages, and how much more en- 
joyable was the condition of the American 
than the German workingman. Today that 
paper is trying to get protection German 
Republicans to cast their votes for Mr. Cleve- 
land, the avowed free trader, and as the former 
have not forgotten what Mr. Raster said to 
them about the necessity of retaining pro- 
tection for their own sakes, the 
Staats-Zeitung or Mr. Washington Hes- 
ing is endeavoring to persuade them 
that the rank free trade Democratic platform 
is a moderate protection one, and that the 
outspoken free trader Cleveland is a protec- 
tionist in’ disguise.

WHY 600,000 FEET CAPACITY THIS SIDE 
OF THE SAG! 

In the course of time the Calumet district 
of South Cnicago will cut a channel of its own 
to the Desplaines. Probably to it will be 
added a strip of one or two miles of land now 
forming part of the Chicago district, but 
topographically belonging to the Cdlumet 
system of drainage. That second channel 
will be cut along the line of the Calumet 


‘feeder, striking the Chicago channel at the 


Sag, and emptying into it there whatever 
quantity of water may have been decided 
on as necessary to dilute the sewage of 
the Calumet district. And because of that 
action, which is provided for in the Drainage 
law, it is perfectly absurd to give to the 
Chicago channel on this side of the Saga 
capacity of more than 300,000 cubic feet 
per minute, For if we assume that the peo- 
ple of the Chicago district could by piling 
upon themselves an unbearable taxation pro- 
cure a 600,000 feet flow through the South 
Branch, or by cutting a new channel across 
the city bring an additional 300,000 cubic feet 
from the lake, then that 600,000 feet flowing 
down the Chicago channel below Bridgeport 
‘would meet at the Sag the full volume of the 
Calumet discharge, and that may exceed 200,000 
cubic feet per minute. It would then be 
necessary to call on some more sagacious per- 
scn than Mr. Cooley to ask what shouid be 
done with it. A person not as deeply versed 
in the mysteries of engineering as Mr. Cooley 
is might suppose that the flow from Chicago 
would then be reduced to 400,000 and that 
from the Calumet district to 200,000 feet, leav- 
ing useless one-third the capacity of the Chi- 
cago 600,000-foot channel. 

Cooley and his clique make a great ado 
about the alleged necessity of having a deep 
rock cut of 600,000 feet capacity from Chicago 
to Joliet to take care of the flood waters of 
the Desplaines, etc. But if the people of the 
Calumet district a dozen years hence should 
throw 200,000 or 300,000 feet per minute 
into the Chicago channel at the Sag, as the 
Chicago Drainage law authorizes them to do, 
this 600,000 capacity provision would bea 
useless one; while the taxpayers of the Chi- 
cago district will be called on to pay out 
many millions of dollars for something of no 
value to them. So the 600,000 capacity work 
on this side of the Sag, on which they insist, 
is either the height of absurdity or it is the 
rankest injustice that could be perpetrated on 
the taxpayers of Chicago. There is the di- 
lemma which these fellows have in front of 
them. Which of its horns do they choose to 
be impaled upon? 


THE TUG SMOKE NUISANCE. 

The tugmen are endeavoring at present to 
prove to Judge Gresham that they havea 
right to continue committing the smoke nui- 
sance, because Congress, ‘which they claim 
has the sole power to legislate on the subject, 
has not passed a law forbidding them to pour 
out their filthy smoke to damage property 
and injure health. There was presented yes- 
terday on behalf of the city an interesting 
affidavit by members of the tirmot J. V. Par- 
well & Co., to the effect that the fine dry 
goods in the company’s warehouse near the 
river are damaged yearly from $5,000 to 
$15,000 by the smoke from the tugs which 
comes in at the windows, and that the health 
of the 800 employés us also affected seriously. 
The city could get similar affidavits if it saw 
fit from nearly every establishment along the 
river. There is not one of them but suffers 
from the clouds of smutty, sooty smoke 
which are emitted by these tugs, about on a 
level with their lower windows, and if a cal- 
culation were made it would be found that. 
the direct damage done by the smoke from 
the tugs amounts to many times the yearly 
coal bills of the latter. And yet the tugmen 
insist that they must be permitted to continue 


making a nuisance of themselves, because it 


may cost them at first a little more to use 
smoke-preventing devices, or burn hard coal. 
Ultimately, of course, they would collect the 
extra expense from their customers.

To arrive at these results they ignore delib- 
erately the parochial and private schools, in 
which over 50,000 boys and girls are taught, 
and say these schools should not be consid- 
ered by the Board of Education 

But the board and the taxpayers cannot help 


considering them. They are here, and they 


will stay here for an indefinite period. Ac- 
cording to the report there are 3,500 more 
chi‘dren in the Sixth Ward than there are 
seats for in the public schools in that ward. 
In the first place, a certain percentage of the 
8,100 children in that ward, perhaps 10 per 
cent per year, go to no school becauso of sick- 
ness, because at work, or because of truancy. 
In addition there are in that ward parochial 
schools attended by nearly 5,000 pupils whose 
parents would not send them to the god- 
less public schools if there were a score 
more equipped in that ward. 

If the capacity of the pubhe schools were 
doubled, those 5,000 children would go to 
parochial schools just as they do now. They 
vould not be coaxed or driven into the public 
schools, because the parochial schools give 
sectarian instruction, such as the parents de- 
sire, and the city ones do not. If the Board 
of Education were to put up the eighty-nine 
new school structures and equip them with, 
full staffs of teachers, they would remain un- 
tenanted by the parochial pupils. Therefore, 
why take millions of money from the pockets 
of the taxpayers to build them? The revenues 
of the board can be expended more profitably. 

As long as che sectarian feelings of a great 
many thousand Chicago parents remain what 
they are they will continue sending their chil- 
dren to the parochial schools. 

The Board of Education can justly be 
charged with a failure to petform its duty 
only when children ask for admission to the 
schools under its control and there is no room 
for them and they are forced to stay out. 
That is not the case pow to any extent. It cer- 
tainly will not be next year, for the board is 
expending a million and a half dollars this sea- 
son in putting up new buildings and enlarging 
old ones. It is doing more than any preceding 
board has ever done in any one year in that 
direction. Itis spending too much money 
rather than too little, for there are probably 
cases where it could provide more room by 
the inexpensive device of converting the use- 
less assembly-rooms on the upper floors into 
school rooms. 

If the board were to take the advice of the 
Woman’s Alliance and rush up eighty-nine 
new school buildings the only ones benefited 
thereby would be the contractors, and it is 
not impossible that they are the ones who are 
at the bottem of this agitation for use- 
lessly heapmg up brick and mortar. 
If the parochial schools and the 
private schools—the latter having over 
8,000 pupile—were to be closed to 
morrow, if Roman Catholics and Lutherans 
were to change their ideas regarding religious 
instruction and to say that they wanted their 
children to attend the public schools, then the 
board would have to bestir itself and provide 
accommodations for them. Until then all 
it is required to do is to furnish seats to those 
who apply for them, and to see that those 
whom their.parents wish to attend the pub- 
lic schools, but who persist in play- 
ing truant, are picked up and 
made to stick to their studies. The Woman’s 
Alliance might make itself useful by seeing 
whether the board is attending to that branch 
of its duties or whether it retains on its pay- 
roll truant officers who catch no truants. But 
its demand for levyingmany extra millions on 
the taxpayers for unnecessary things shows a 
lack of practical and business appreciation of 
the situation and facts.

LITTLE-KNOWN SACRED TRAGEDY, 


Interesting Facts About the Passion Play 
‘Regularly Produced at Stieldorf. 

While the Passion Play, which has been 
enacted every decade for centuries by the 
simple peasants of Oberammergau, is known, 
even im its smallest details, throughout the 
nations of Europe and America, there seems 
to be little knowledge of a sacred tragedy, 
modeled after the production of the Bavarian 
country folk, which is performed regularly 
and with quite the same veneration by the 
quiet, homely people of Stieldorf, a small 
town situated near Rolandseck, on the banks 
of the Rhine. Concerning this remarkable 
and almost unknown performance a writer in 
the London Players says: 


A most interesting Passion Play is 3 at 
Stieldorf, near Rolandseck, on the Rhine. Stiel- 


dort is out of the beaten track of travelers, and 


nearly all the visitors who flock there on the days 
the sacred tr y is presented are country peo- 
ple from neighboring villages, so that, as yet, the 
absolute simplicity and seriousness of the — 
formance is unspoiled. Twelve years ago Herr 
Michael Weyler, the owner of asmall estate at 
Stieldorf, witnessed the Passion Play at Oberam- 
ny er and came home filled with the idea of 
producing a similar in his own village. For 
nine years he worked hard to make the idea 4 re- 
* First he wrote the tragedy, modeling it on 
the lines of the one at Oberammergau, but modi- 
fying it to suit the ideas and customs of his 
countrymen, and express it in their dialect, 
so as to appeal directly to the Rhenish ear, mind, 
and heart. Then he had to pick out his actors, 
who had no notion of acting, as most of whom 
had never seen a theater in their lives, and to 


teach and train them. All this took nine years. | 


It was not till 1889 that he ventured to anne 
his play in public, in a playhouse he built for the 
purpose, before an audience composed of his own 
villagers and a few outsiders. The following year 
the fame of the play had spread about the neigh- 
borhood, and more outsiders came, and with 
them success. At the present time ple come 
from all the country ro&nd to see the play. The 
theater is a Wooden building, and holds about 
1,600 — The stage is lighted by hanging 
petroleum lamps and the auditoriam is left in 
darkness. Thé best seats costs two marks, and 
the performance begins at 3 o’clock in the after- 
noon under the patronage and personal direction 
of the village policeman, and lasts till 8 o’clock. 
The police functionary in charge, who has a man- 
ner at once firm and kind, permits one break half- 
way through the performance, when lie announces 
in a loud voice. Everyone may now go out for 
twenty minutes.” 

The play itself is so simple, so serious, primi- 
tive, and straightforward, that it can hardly be 
called a play atall. It is the story of Christ’s life 
and death presented. exactly as it is pictured in 
the minds of the simple Catholic peasants. The 
human side of life and its sufferings is brought 
strongly to the foreground; andit is remarkable 
that the Virgin Mary’s part is kept quite subor- 
dinate to that of her Son. Judas is rather curi- 
ously portrayed. He is not presented as a villain, 
who ruthlessly betrays his Master, but rather as a 
weak, undecided character, swayed. chiefly by out- 
side influences. His dialogue with the High 
Priest. in which the latter persuades him to be- 
tray Christ, is very naturally written, containing 
some humorous touches, at which the peasant 
audience laugh heartily. So that even Judas 
comes in for a small share of sympathy, and his 
suicide appears to be that of a weak man, over- 
come by remorse at the treachery into which his 
weakness has led him. The scené of the Crucifix- 
ion is most impressive in its beauty and so- 
lemnity, and the final tableau isthe announce- 
ment by the angel to the two Marys and to John 
and Peter of the resurrection. 


STORY OF “LE MAITRE DE FORGES.” 


Narrow Escape from Destruction of the 
Source of The Ironmaster.” 

Apropos of the marked success attained by 
the Kendals in their play, The Ironmaster,”’ 
an interesting anecdote, which is credited to 
Mme. Jane Hading, is told concerning the 
narrow escape from destruction of the novel 
from which it was drawn, the famous Le 
Maitre de Forges. Georges Ohnet, the young 
author of the book, was rich, aristocratic, 
and surrounded by all the advantages that 
money could buy, but he wasa cripple. He 
married a beautifuland accomplished young 
woman and the couple settled down to the en- 
joyment of their honeymoon. There was no 
direct purpose in view for the future, and as 
time wore on their aimless life naturally grew 
tedious to them. 

One day, half in jest and half in earnest, the 
husband proposed that they should collabor- 
ate in writing a book. Mme. Ohnet thought. 
favorably of the suggestion and together the 
crippled husband and his clever bride pro- 
duced Le Maitre de Forges.“ The work 
was submitted to their friends for approval, 
and it met with such favorable comment that 
Georges Ohnet was prevailed upon to send it 
toa 3 house in Paris. It was respect- 
fully declin with the suggestion that it 

no commercial value, and M. 
Ohnet laughingly threw it into a drawer in- 
tending to give it up as a failure. 

His wife, however, had faith in the ultimate 
success of the book. She sent it to all the 
prominent publishers in Paris, who returned 
it, one after the other, with an accompanying 
note saying: We ate exceedingly sorry, but 
we cannot, etc., etc.“ 

One morning M. Ohnet himself received the 
mail, and discovering the worn and battered 
manuscript, questioned his wife and ascer- 
tained what she had been doing. In 
a fit of anger he spitefully threw the 
manuscript into the fire and told his wife 
to think no more about it. Mme. Ohnet, how- 
ever, was too quick for him and succeeded in 
snatching the manuscript from the coals be- 
fore it had ignited. 

Then she coaxed her husband to publish the 
work himself as a souvenir of their marriage, 
which the good-natured Ohnet was easily pre- 
vailed upon to do. The book met with almost 


instantaneous success and yielded a rich gain 


to its author. It was soon translated into 
English and then dramatized in both the 
French and lish versions, and finally re- 
sulted in one of the most popular stories and 
plays of the present century.

It is not alone in the dealing in 2 


carried: About 1860 a little provincial town raised 
a subscription for a statue to Napoleon I. or rather 
Lieut. Bonaparte, who was once garrisoned in the 
place. It was in the heyday of the 
Second Empire and affairs were con- 
ducted with dispatch, The newspapers 
had announced that the chamber formerly 
occupied by Lieut. Bonaparte would be shown to 
visitors who came to the inauguration just as he 
had left it, with the identical furniture, which 
had been carefully preserved. Nothing of the 
kind existed, but the conscientious Mayor of the 
town felt it his duty to make good the deficiency, 
and accordingly went to a dealer in antiquities in 
a neighboring town, who, for the modest sum ot 
500 francs, composed an excellent historical 
chamber with the aid of some small discolored 
window panes, a Louis XVI. bedstead, a gilded ba- 
rometer, Empire style; two small Fragonards, and 
an engraving of the Adieux de Fontainebleau.” 
Two weeks later the statue was inaugurated 
amidst the booming of cannon and sounding of 
brass. After the speeches and a banquet the 
historic chamber was visited. The barometer 
was a great success, but the honors of the day 
fell to a chair bottomed with straw of the period 
and worn by the august breeches, Old men shed 
tears at the thought that he had sat there 
and piously pilfered bits of the straw. Years fol- 
lowed with the change of régime and Napoleonic 
fetichism was no longer the fashion. The cham- 
ber was finally sold as well as the barometer and 
the straw-bottomed chair, but the malicious old 
antiquary preserved the invoice and records of 
the transaction with the Mayor and gave them to 
the writer of this story.

Mr. T. A. Van Lann, the Western man- 
ager for Simpson Brothers of London, has at 
hit place, No. 69 Dearborn street, two original 
drawings by Peter Gaul in what appears to be a 
combination of crayon and India ink. They are 
portraits of the Dutch sea captains, Wierd Adels 
the Christiaan Cornelis, and are interesting not 
alone for their rarity, but for the painstaking 
execution, which may indicate that they were 
made for illustrations in mezzotint, which they 
greatly resemble. 

A fine work in pure line is an etching of La- 
fage’s Serpent of Brass by Francis Erlinger 
of Paris. The freedom and looseness in the hand- 
ling stamp it as the work of a master. It is dated 
1683. 

Another old work is a mezzotint by George 
Christopher Killian. It represents “John the 
Baptist Preaching in the Desert,” and, although 
full of curious anachronisms, it isan interesting 
old work. 

Some time ago two old paintings which are on 
exhibition at this place were mentioned in THE 
TRIBUNE. One attributed to Boucher has been 
cleaned and the signature is now visible. The 
subject, Les Amants Surpris,”’ is such as Boucher 
delighted to paint. The composition and the 
colors, especially in the foliage and in the drapery 
and flesh tones of the young woman hear the 
center of the picture. are unmistakably those of 
Boucher, and, as Mr. Van Lann has recently dis- 
covered an etching of the same subject, there is 
no doubt but it is by that artist or that it is a very 
early copy. 

In regard to the picture of Leda and the 
Swan a former owner writes from Manchester 
that he purchased it from the assistant of an ex 
pert in Manchester, Eng., who claims to have 
owned it for thirty years, to be able to trace its 
history back to a former Duke of Hamilton, who 
1s supposed to have bought it at a Florentine 
sale, and that is by Guido Reni.

A large cyclorama 400 feet in circumference 
and 50 feet in height. recently opened to the public, 
has been attracting considerable attention in 
London. It depicts the exodus of the Jews from 
Memphis. It is by an artist named Berninger, 
who has resided several years in Egypt. He relied 
for his archelogical information upon Dr. Carl 
Ebers, the celebrated Egyptologist, and may be 
said to embody a result of the most recent re- 
searches. It shows the procession passing down a 
principal street, the royal palace where Moses and 
Aaron and four others are addressing Pharaoh 
for the last time, by a market place, where the 
chosen people are being reviled by the market 
people, through the city gates, behind the 
Sphynx, past the Pyramids, and out upon the 
desert which stretches away in an almost endless 
perspective. Ou the other sides are shown the 
villas and gardens of the wealthy quarter of the 
city. In these are shown various incidents giving 
an idea of the life of the time, such as scenes of 
revelry, mourning for the first born, etc.

An exhibition of the work done at the sum- 
mer school of drawing held during the last two 
months in the rooms of the Chicago Society of 
Artists by Misses Vanderpoel and Sandes was 
given Friday afternoon. Considering the short- 
ness of the period and the fact that many of the 
pupils were novices the showing was a most 
creditable one. The work shown consisted of 
outline and shaded drawings in charcoal from 
casts, perspective drawings, and still-lite studies 
in pastel, oil. and water colors. A remarkable 
feature of the exhibit was a collection of draw- 
ings from memory by Lawrence Wier, a lad of 
12 years. They were outline drawings in ink of 
fire-engines and of electric engines of which the 
boy had seen working models. Scarcely a detail 
is omitted and the proportions are fairly accu- 
rate.

A number of landscapes by American water- 
colorists are exhibited at O’Brien’s. They are 
chiefly picturesque scenes from the Eastern States, 
of which the pastoral and woodland subjects of 
W. G. Fitter of New York form the most inter- 
esting part, though there are several similar 
works by A. Tannay which have pleasing 
qualities. There are also four water-colors 
by George F. Schultz of Chicago which show de- 
cided ability and a marked improvement upon 
previous work. They were painted in the neigh- 
borhood of Delavan, Wis. One showing a small 
stream with banks of clay in the foreground, some 
fields and woods in the distance, and cloudy sky, 
and another showing a foreground of tangled 
wild flowers, with fields and woods beyond, are 
perhaps the most pleasing.

A correspondent of American papers writ- 
ing from Rome has this to say concerning a New 
York artist who has done little for public show- 
ing on this side of the ocean since he drew the 
illustrations for the Rubayat of Omar 
Khayyam: ** There is no more daring, more orig- 
inal, more poetic, and, at the same time, more 
philosophic artist of today than Elihu Vedder. 
There is no painter’s studio in Rome to which 
admission is more eagerly sought than the Ved- 
der studio, and there is scarcely a person in 
Rome who is more cordially welcomed in the 
highest circles of art and society than Mr. Vedder 
himself.“ The correspondent reports that Mr. 
Vedder is still hard at work. Mr. Vedder is at 
present in Chicago and it is not improbable that 
the walls of one of the World's Fuir palaces may 
be assigned to him for decoration. Mr. Vedder's 
originality and ideality- two qualities notably 
absent in the work of most American artists 
will ‘fit him for work of a decorative character 
and it is to be hoped that he may be given a com- 
mission.

Chicago is bebt more and more a city 
of superlatives. There are yet a few cities 
that can boast about adjectives ending in 
“est” or preceded by most.“ Every year 
sees their number less, owing to the advance- 
ment of Chicago and of the interests in Chi. 


cago. 

The superlative in Chicago is not limited 
to its industries, or its business, or its en er- 
gies, or its enterprise, It is found in all 
lines, and it has now been disoovered that the 
city is entitled to the superlative in black. 
diamonds, By that ie not meant the costly 
jewels furnished for fuel purposes by the Read- 
The black diamonds in 
which Chicago excels are those with which 
mining engineers are most familiar. 

The black diamend has been known and has 
been in use for centuries. Affixed to the pdint 
ofia drill here is no Known metal or stone 
which it will not pierce. But the diamond 
the possession of which in Chicago gives the 
city its right to boast of having the largest 
black diamond in the worla will never point 
a drill or pierce a rock. Neither will it, in all 
probability, adorn the swelling bosom of a 
society queen or attract the attention of all 
beholders on the finger of a sport.“ There 
are two futures fpr it of equal probability. 

One probability is that it will remain 
snugly tueked away in edtten in a little box 
safely locked in the safe of its owner, J. J. G. 
Burghoffer, the Van Buren street collevtor of 
art and antiques, to be taken out on rare ov- 
casions and revealed to the gloating eyes of 
famous collectors or to the more wondering 
eyes of his friends who are not collectors. 
The other probability is that one of the 
several Buropean ‘collectors who are now 
negotiating for it will purchase it, and ata 
good round price, too, and place it among his 
other chief treasures in some European 
capital. . 

Mr. Burghoffer is not worrying the foreign 
collectors about the stone. He is not at all 
anxious to sell. He rather has a “hankering” 
after keeping the little black ball himself, for 
it is almost a perfect sphere. Besides he 
doesn’t know exactly what it is worth, 

Only One of Its Kind, 

No one can tell what its value is,” said Mr. 
Burghoffer. “It is not us if big black dia- 
monds were regularly on the market. It is 
the only one of its kind. There is nothing with 


the transparent diamonds. It certamly can- 
net be classed with the ordinary black dia- 
monds, Those used on drillg are of one and 
two carats weight. This one weighs 268 
carats. The small ones sell for $4 a carat. If 
this large one were cut up into diamonds of 
one carat each it would then be worth $1,072. 
But that, you see, would take away all the 
value attached to it now by reason of its size 
and rarity. Ish uld think that, as it is now 
it is worth from forty to fifty times the total 
value of 268 one-carat black diamonds, 
and at forty times its value would 
be $42,880. But that is mere 
guesswork. Its present value is simply the 
least sum I will take for it. I might accept 
$40,000 and the new owner might not accept 
less than 900,” . 

This valuable stone is, as stated, almost a 
perfect sphere. it is about an inch in diam- 
meter. It is of a dull black color, — — 


with a rough surface, weighing somethi 

than would the same quantity of lea It 
was found by Mr. B ffer in one of the 
mounds in thern Indiana during one of 


his periodical explorations of tnat locality and 
is regarded by him as convincing prvof that 
‘che powersand qualities of black diemonds 
were well un by the mound-builders; 
and he believes it furnishes a plausible ex- 
planation of some of their marvelous work in 
stune-cutting. 

But this black diamond isnot the only thing 
of absorbing interest in Mr. Burghoffer’s little 
place. He has opals from Mexico, Russia, 
and Hungary, opals in the rough and opals 
dressed, that gleam and giow in the sunlight 
with a thousand varied colors. Rubies, gar- 
nets, emeralds, amethysts, turquoises, and 
many a topez, full of the fires that have 
burned unquenchable through centuries past 
and gone. Jewels, amulets, and rings that 
teem with the history of namons and Kings. 
Priceless porcelain from thé Orient and ware 
from Vienna; swords that dripped with the 
blood of aborigines and spurs that goaded 
horses when the world was young; canvases 
touched with brushes in the hands of 
the immortal masters; clocks that tolled the 
hours for monarchs and platters from which 
the ants fed; glasses delicate as the hand 
of the fair slave that held them to the sensual 
lip of Sultan and despotie Lord; relics from 
the catacombs of Egypt and Rome; solemn 
toys from the Aztec children’s hoard and idols 
from the temples where their fathers prostrate 
fell; silks that grew in patient hands five 
centuries ago. 

A Rich Piece of Quartz. 

A little bit of quartz, oval in shape, Mr. 
Burghoffer values at $80. This great value is 

iven it by the fact that it contains between 
fifty and sixty spraysof the metal known as 
rutile, a torm of titanium. A few sprays of 
this metal in quartz are not, uncommon, but 
they are more numerous in this specimen, 
which is a famous one, than in any other one 
known to collectors or minefalogists. Among 
its neighbors in the case that contains it are 
small meteoric stones, mounted in old Russian 
silver, cut by the hands of Siberian prisoners 
300 years ago; a silver ring welded by a Nav- 
ajo squaw; «niall hand-cut silver stands or 
supports that were once owned by the Prince 
of Bourbon in tne days of Louis XIV. 

Mr. Burghoffer has sixty-four pierces from 
the collection of the Prince of Bourbon, 
among them being an — carved in mahog- 
any that once adorned the bed of the Great 
Napoleon; a piece of ptian mosaic repre- 
senting a leopard, found in the catacombs of 
Egypt; a brass clock, cut by hand, made by 


Cbevrau in Paris. 
Holland glasses, wide, deep, and fragile, 
made in 1 bear the motto: Ape Noster 


in Deo,“ the translation of which appears on the 
American silver dollar as In God We Trust.“ 
A piece of Vienna porcelain by L. Ramb, 
bearing a picture, The Trial by Fire,” is 
valued at q and there is « royal Berlin 
vase of 1760, made under the patronage of 
Frederick the Great, ornamented with the 
death warrant to Mary Stewart. French 
Sew res ware once used by Napoleon I.; old 
Delft by Justus Brouwer, made in 1764, deco-

ware from the hands of Kensen and Ginpin of 
four centuries ago; Florentine Glass, as full 
of color as an opal and im ible of duplica- 
tion today; glass from the Egyptian catacom bs 
made 4,500 years ; imperial Vienna plates 
of royal biue, valued at $30 each; royal 
Dresden from the Armstadt factury, decorated 
by Ravenstein—all thes more, rich in 
history, years, and artistic worth, are piled on 
his shelves or hid away in cases. 

Relics of the mound-builders abound. 
There are decorations from their temples. 

A 
bone from Mexico is covered with hicro- 
giyphics like those that abound in the land of 
the Ptolemys.
